Morrell Said to Be an Old-time 
Offender. 


Meeting of the State Pruit-growers—A Police 
Court Clerk Sentenced for Embezzlie- 
ment—Berg Dies—George Col- 
gate Heard From, 


By Telecraph to The Times. 

FRESNO, Dec. 29.—(Special.) The 
only information received today con- 
cerning the whereabouts of Evans and 
Morrell was brought in by John Albin, 
who returned this afternoon from 
Sampson Flat. He stopped last night 
at John Drake’s place, twelve miles 
this side of the Flat, and in the morn- 
ing at 2 o’clock the Sheriff and deputy 
came to the house to have a broken 
singletree repaired. They said that 
Evans had only an hour’s start of 
them. 

Another posse arrived at Drake’s at 
6 o'clock this morning, and told Albin 
that a man named Holliday, living three 
miles further down, stated that Evans 
and Morrell had passed his place at 
1 o’clock in the morning. There is no 
doubt that Evans is heading for his old 
stamping-ground, where he is well ac- 
quainted. 

Four members of the Hutchinson 
family were arrested here today—Jim, 
Will, Henry and Rosie Lee, sister to 
Jim's wife. It is believed that the plot 
for Evans’s escape was conceived in 
their house. They are a tough family, 
nearly every member having been in 
jail.. Jim was seen on the afternoon be- 
fore the escape riding with Morrell in 
the teary that Evans and Morrell after- 
ward tried to get away in. 

No reporters are allowed to interview 
Jim, who is the leader, and the others, 
who are mere boys, and the girl only 
14, will not speak. 

Mrs. Evans, in an interview, denied 
absolutely that she had any hand in 


.the plan for the escape, and that she 


knew nothing about it. It has been 
discovered that she paid Morrell’s board 
at the hotel here during the Evans 
trial and afterward. 


THE DAY’S DOINGS. 


Further Particular’s Concerning tne Escape 
of the Two Men. 

VISALIA, Dec. 29.—(By the Associa- 
ted Press.) Ed Morrell; who assisted 
Chris Evans to escape from the Fresno 
jail, lived in this city from May to 
November last, going to Fresno at the 
time of the Evans trial. His true name 
is Frank Morey. He came from Kansas, 
Where his parents reside. He was ar- 
rested here in August for threatening 
the life of a man named Cummings, but 
was not prosecuted. It is said he often 
visited the Evans family. His age is 
27 years; height, 5 feet 10 inches; weight 
160 pounds. He is neat in dress, and 
paints his lips, face and eyebrows. 

George Byrd, brother-in-law of 
Evans, said last night that Bill Dalton 
assisted in Evan's escape, and that he 
helped Grat Dalton out of the Visalia 
jail in 1891. He also says that Evans's 
twin brother, Jim, was killed at Coffey- 
ville, Kan., at the time of the Dalton 
raid. Mrs. Evans and her brother 
George left this city on December 17 
in search of one of the camps of 
Evans and Sontag. On returning, they 
claimed that they found the camp’ with 
two overcoats, cooking utensils and a 
quantity of provisions. It is now inti- 
mated that the trip was for the pur- 
pose of hiding ee for the occa- 
sion. 

Mrs. Evans ten to Fresno Wednes- 
day at midnight, in answer to a tele- 
gram from her husband. 

THE POSSES. 

FRESNO, Dec. 29. — News from 
Sanger is to the effect that the Sheriff 
and posse are in the hills, and that a 
pack-train of eight mules loaded with 
provisions, left there for Sampson Flat 
at 7 o'clock this evening. This would 
seem to indicate that the officers are 
determined, and will continue the chase 
for several days at least. 

Later.—Word has been received at the 
Sheriff's office announcing that all pos- 
ses except Scott and his regular depu- 
ties are coming home. The latter will 
remain indefinitely. 

SEEN AT SAUGER. 

FRESNO, Dec. 29—A. J. Elmore,a San- 
ger druggist, arrived here today, and re- 
druggist, arrived here today, and re- 
ported that Evans was seen early this 
morning on a flume above fanger. 

A BAKERSFIELD DESCRIPTION, 

BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 29.—Morrell, 
who is pretty well known here, is a 
‘hard -case."' His real name is Smith, 
and he came here some time ago as ‘an 
employee of a man from Delphos, 0O., 
who had a merry-go-round. He was 
discharged, however, on account of 
some trouble with his employer. It is 
generally helieved that he was impli- 
cated in the daring faro-bank robbery 
at San Bernardino a few months ago. 

ARRESTS AT FRESNO, 

FRESNO, Dec. 29.—A girl named Lee, 
sister of & young man who had been 
seen riding with Morrell, the waiter 


who held up the jailer, has been ar- 
rested 


an accomplice in the Evang 


jail delivery. The officers are after her 
brother. 

The reticence of the officials makes it 
difficult to obtain minute details about 
the arrests of suspects. It is under- 
stood, however, that, in addition to the 
arrest of the Lee girl, two boys named 
Hutchison are in custody. One of these 
is Jimmy, the head of the house where 
the whole plan of escape was con- 
cocted, and whod is a brother-in-law of 
the Lee girl. He lves on Q street, five 
blocks from the Courthouse. 

DETECTIVE AND CROOK, 

It is now claimed ‘that Morrell, who 
played the waiter and caused Evans's 
release, 
Evans's service for several months. 
He was a prisoner in jail for three 
months, beginning September 22, and it 
is now thought that he managed to 
get in jail just for the purpose of re- 
leasing Evans. 

Young Cochran's horse and cart were 
secured at Sanger at 10 o'clock this 
morning by the officers. 

From Detective Hume the Associated 
Press correspondent learns that the 
waiter, Morrell, is none other than 
Edward Martin, a noted crook who is 
well known to the detectives. His de- 
scription tallies with the following: 

“Ed Martin, received from San Ber- 
nardino county in March, 1891; two 
years and a half for grand larceny; 
age 20 years; occupation , waiter; 
height 5 feet 6% inches; florid complex- 
ion; brown hair and gray ecyes; weight 
135 pounds; size of foot, 6; high fore 
head; thin lips; blue dot between the 
left thumb and forefinger; blue dot in 
the knuckle of the left middle finger; 
small scar on the left upper arm; large 
mole on the right forearm; scar near 
the little finger of the right hand; four 
white spots on one side and three on 
the belly; a scar over the right eye- 
brow; a white spot over the left eye; a 
scar at the base of the left side of the 
neck and one on the right side of the 
head. Discharged March 27, 1893.

EXCITEMENT ABATED. 

FRESNO, Dec. 29,—The excitement 
which prevailed here, last evening, on 
account of the escape of Chris Evans 
from jail, has now subsided and the 
quiet, tonight, ‘is as noticeable as the 
stir of the previous evening. Nothing 
has been heard from Sheriff Scott and 
posse since 10 a.m., and it is thought 
they have followed the bandit and con- 
federate to Sampson’s Flat. 

There is little doubt that Evans made 
for that section, and is now probably 
with friends. Evans’s condition is re- 
garded as against his roughing it as 
when in the wilds before. But few 
think the officers will take him. If he 
should be taken alive soon there is 
little doubt but that he would be 
promptly lynched, his waiter. included. 

City Marshal Morgan, the victim of 
Evans’s bullet,’ yesterday evening, is 
doing well, and will not be confined to 
his room longer than a few days. Mrs. 
Evans has revovered fifi* hen fit and is 
apparently at ease. 

The tax-paying people are inquiring 
into the cause of this and similar cases, 
wherein convicted criminals obtain 
their liberty. When Judge Holmes had 
George Sontag hurried to Folsom he 


was generally criticised and accused 


of railroading him to Folsom, but they 
see now that he was. right in the 
matter. 

The court reporter comes in for his 
share of blame in the Evans case, for 
if he had had his notes complete sen- 
tence would have been passed and Chris 
would have been safely behind the 
State’s prison bars instead of a free 
man. 

CALLING FOR ASSISTANCE. 

FRESNO, Dec. 29.—Sheriff Scott and 
posse, who went to Sanger on a special 
train, are calling for more deputies, and 
the rumor prevails that the bandit is 
surrounded in the King’s River bot- 
tom. The Sheriff's officers here seem 


to think that Evans will be in custody 


before many hours. 


IN THIS CITY. : 
The Roscoe Afiair Believed to Be Part of the 
Plot. 

There were no new developments 
yesterday in the search for the Roscoe 
train-robbers. In fact, the sensational 
escape of Chris Evans from the Fresno 
jail monopolized official attention, and 
but little else was talked about at the 
Sheriff’s office or the police headauar- 
ters. The railroad and express detec- 
tives are still in the city, but may go 
north at any moment, in fact may 
have gone last night: They are much 
put out over the affair, and do not 
hesitate to express themselves very 
plainly. 

In view of all the circumstances, it 
is not an improbable theory that the 
Roscoe job was part of the scheme to 
secure Evans's release. Of course, the 


Roscoe robbers would not have ob- 
jected to making a good haul, but the 
main thing, it is now believed, was to 


divert attention. from Evans, and draw 
the officers away from the scene of 
his confinement. 
the scheme succeeded admirably, for 
the detectives promptly reported in Los 
Angeles, leaving the coast clear. An- 
other singular coincidsnce was _ the 
fact that Sheriff Scott. Vygis also absent 
from Fresno, he having come to this 
city Thursday to take back a vagrant, 
who had escaped from the chain-gang. 

It is not believed by the officers here 
that Morrell, who assisted Evans to 
escape, was actually engaged in the 
Roscoe affair, but it is believed that he 
and the men who did hold up the train 
are members of the same gang, 
that the rescue of Evans was the main 
point to be accomplished.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 29.—(By Ca- 
ble and Associated Press.) Inquiries 
were made today in government cir- 
cles as to the cause of the government's 
inaction in regard to the Nitheroy and 
America. It was reported that both ves- 
sels had been dejJayed at the ports 
where they arrived, on account of the 
intrigues of the agents of Mello. In 
reply, it was officialy stated that the 
government does not intend to attack 
the rebel warships until after the ar- 
rival of the torpedo-boats purchased 
in Germany, as the government force 
is not considered strong enough to 
engage the rebel fleet until these re- 
inforcements arrive. 

The representatives of the government 
were asKed how it was that these ves- 
sels, which Sailed several weeks ago 
and were due here some time ago. 
had not yet reached Brazil. The reply 
was that the torpedo-boats had un- 
doubtedly been delayed by storms, and 
that two weeks more might elapse be- 
fore they reached the coast of Brazil. 

Gama has not made any progress 
worth mentioning since the last dis- 
patches were sent, and nothing new of 
importance has occurred up to. the 
hour this dispatch is sent. The usual 
exchange of compliments between the 
rebel warships and the government 


forts continue with about the same re- 
sults. Gama’'s forces number 1200, and he 
proposes keeping the government in 


pews of the convicts to get arms. 
revolted, entrenched themselves and 
were threatening to capture the fort 
and turn the island over to the rebels. 
A number of guards and soldiers were 
killed in the conflict. . An insurgent 
war vessel is expected there to help 
liberate all convicts, to the number of 
one or two thousand, and take them to 
Rio to fight the government.

GLADSTONE’S BIRTHDAY. 


England's Great Commoner Receives Many 
Congratulatory Messages. 
LONDON, Dec 29.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) This was Gladstone's 
eigthy-fourth birthday. He passed the 
forenoon working hard in his study. 
During the afternoon he went to the 
Housgeof Commons, receiving many 
telegrams of congratulation from dis- 
tinguished people in all parts of the 

country. 

Gladstone throughout the day was 
in the best of health and sptrits. He 
took a short carriage drive before pro- 
ceeding to the House of Commons. At 
his residence there was a constant 
procession of visitors. Among the 
diplomatic representatives who called 
were the Russian and Turkish Ambas- | 
sadors, but no members of the United 
States embassy called. (Gladstone re- 
ceived an immense number of presents 
in addition to letters and telegrams of 
congratulation. A number of ladies 
brought flowers for Mrs, Gladstone. The 
Queen and Prince of Wales and nearly 
all the prominent members of both 
parties were among those who tele- 
graphed congratulations. 


A ROYAL SCANDAL, 


Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria Elopes With a 
Lieutenant. 

BERLIN, Dec. 29.—(By 

Associated Press.) The

richten of Munich, December 5, an- 
nounced on the Sunday previous, De- 
cember 3, that at Genoa, Princess 


Elizabeth of Bavaria, had been married 
to Lieut. Seigfried Auf Puttenheim of 
the Bavarian army. This news caused 


a decided sensation, as the Princess is | 


a granddaughter of the Emperor of 
Austria, as well as the granddaughter 
of the Prince Regent of Bavaria. 

The sensation which the report of the 
marriage created, however, is as noth- 
ing to the consternation caused in im- 
perial and royal circles today by the 
announcéMent made by the Germania, 
the chief organ of the Clerical party, 
which declares that Princess Elizabeth 
was not married to Lieut. Seigfried, 
and that she is not now married to 
him, although they are living together. 

The Germania adds other news which

CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—(Ry the Assos 
Clated Press.) Prendergast, the mur- 
derer of Carter H. Harrison, will be 
hanged for his crime. The verdict of 
the jury said it, and the people of 


Chicago approve it. Ably defended, as 
the assassin was, and strong as the 
evidence adduced to save his neck has 
been, the jury found him’ sufficiently 
Sane to be responsible for his action, 
and demanded he pay the highest pen- 
alty for the offense against the law. 
This, however, is a sorry recompense 
for the life of Carter H. Harrison. 

Nothing since the commission of his 
crime has so irritated Prendergast as 
the comparison between himself and 
Guiteau. But in the courtroom, this 
afternoon, he showed that one trait ex- 
isted in common between them. He 
proved himself an unmanly, miserable 
coward who would save his own life, 
at any price. 

When Clerk Fitzgerald arose to read 
the finding of the jury, the prisoner 
stood clutching the back of his chair, 
his face flushed, and his knees trem- 
bling violently. , 

“We, the jury, find the defendant, 
Patrick Eugene John Prendergast, 
guilty of murder in manner and form 
as charged in the indictments, and fix 
the penalty at death,” read Fitzgerald. 

Then Préndergast revealed himself 
an utter coward. His face turned pale, 
he opened his mouth to speak, but only 
a faint murmur came. He moved 
slightly, and would have fallen, but 
for the assistance of the bailiff. 

When the jury was polled he listened 
with avidity to each and every answer 
to Judge Brentano's question and, as 
each juror in turn reiterated the ver- 


dict, the last stage of courage left 
Prendergast.. He was half led, half 
carrted back to his cell where, refusing 
to speak, he threw himself upon his 
bunk in an attempt to hide from his 
fellow-prisoners, whose expressions of

WOULD NOT TALK. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—‘Please ask the 
centleman to excuse me. 1 would pre- 
fer not to see or talk with anybody to- 
night.” This was the verbal response 
of Prendergast as he sat in his cell 
tonight, to a written message to the 
effect that the Associated Press would 
be pleased to receive any statement 
Prendergast might be disposed to make. 


The reporter who sent in the message 
followed Night Jailer Foltz into the 
cage and heard the reply as above 
spoken, in a clear, calm tone, very 


much as any man might decline to be 
interviewed. 

'. Prendergast, when removed from the 
coustroom, was placed in cell No. 11, 
facing ‘the visitor's cage. Just inside 
the cell he sat, while on the outside 
was posted the death watch. If the 
prisoner had any,.conception of the 
real significance of this extra watch, 
he gave no sign. He appeared perfectly 
at ease, with no trace of excitement, 
distress or anxiety upon his forbidding 
features, having had five hours in 
which to regain his composure since 
the verdict was rendered. 

A few minutes after he was placed 
in his cell, his brother, John Prender- 
fast, was admitted. The brothers 
grasped hands, and neither spoke for 
a time. Then John said: ‘‘Don’t lose 
hope, Gene; we will do all we can for 
you.” 

Later the assassin’'s lawyers called 
and did what they could to cheer him 
tp. Tomorrow, Prendergast will: be 
given a cell in the murderer's row, 
and will have for his nearest neighbors, 
Painter and Higgins, two men under 
death sentence for murder. 


i PUBLIC OPINION, 


‘How the Verdict of the Jury is Received at 
Large. 

CHICAGO, Dec, 29.—(By the Associa- 
jted Press.) In an interview, tonight, 
Attorney Trude said: ‘“‘The conviction of 
this man will, in my opinion, operate 
as a detriment against the commission 
‘of like crimes by notoriety-loving cranks. 
Since the trial of Prendergast has been 
in progress, cranks have risen all 
over the country, threatening mayors, 
chitfs of departments and men of 
means. This verdict will operate as a 
life insurance policy on their safety. A 
verdict of acquittal, on the ground of 
insanity, would be a sowing of dragon's 
teeth, and the threatened mayors and 
others would ‘we in danger of losing 
their. lives.’’ 


Members of the late Mayor's family 


Were apparently expecting such a 
verdict as was given, and seemed to 
derive little satisfaction from the fact 
that the murderer was to die for his 
crime, feeling that only justice had 
been done. 

Carter H. Harrison, Jr., one of the 
proprietors of the Times, in discuss- 
ing the verdict, said: “lt am not sur- 
prised at the verdict because, to my 
mind, there was never the least doubt 
as to the man’s legal responsibility 
when he committed the act. I think the 
hanging verdict will have a most bene- 
ficial effect upon the vast army who 
seek notoriety by deeds of violence, or 
by threatening men occupying high 
positions.”’ 

IN NEW YORK. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Chauncey M. 
Depew, when called upon by an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter, and informed 
that Prendergast had been convicted and 
sentenced to death, said: 

“You don’t say so! This is the first in- 
formation I have had of such verdict.’’ 

“Have you anything to say about it?” 

“Yes, I have. I would say simply 
this, the verdict is very gratifying to 
me, and should be so to every citizen 
as a vindication of the supremacy of 
the law. It is a verdict which does 
great credit to Chicago, and demon- 
strates, as did her action in the case 
of the Anarchists, her fearless and de- 
termined effort to make her munici- 
pality safe for life and property, That 
is all I have to say.”’ 

Russell Sage was somewhat surprised 
when infogmed of the conviction of 
Prendergast. He said: “I think he de- 
serves it if ever anyone did. His pre- 
tensions of insanity were made up in 
order to gain the sympathy of those 
who might believe in him. I think the 
influence of the verdict will be a whole- 
some one.. It will teach the masses to 
have no sympathy for cranks; that they 
are responsible to the law which is the 
bulwark and protection of our lives, 
and liberty and its influence will be 
restraining to them and make them 
lead the lives of good and respectable 
citizens.” 

EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 29.—Ex-Preai- 
dent Harrison was asked this evening 
if he had heard the Prendergast ver- 
dict. “Yes,” he said, “I have just 
glanced at it, but have not read it care- 
fully.” 

“Do you care to express yourself re- 
garding the verdict?” was asked. 

“No; I do not care to talk on the sub- 


ject. I have not followed the trial 
closely, and am not prepared to give 
an opinion. It was a murder trial, and 


my views are probably the same as 
those of many other persons,” 
AT WASHINGTON, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Among the 
Members of the Illinois delegation the 
result of the Prendergast trial was dis- 
cussed freely, and was generally com- 
mended. 

Vice-President Stevenson, speaking 
of the verdict, said: ‘‘The verdict of 
guilty was universally expected. I am 
not familiar with the expert testimony 
adduced, regarding’ the defendant’s 
Sanity, but his crime was a cold- 
blooded one, and shocked the entire 
country. I speak rather warmly, be- 
cause Harrison was my personal friend. 
The verdict seems to be just.” 

Representative J. Frank Aldrich, 
when informed of the verdict, said: 
“Ninety-nine out of every hundred 

rsons expected the verdict. Ll: am 
not in the least surprised at the find- 
ing of the jury. I have followed. the 
case in the papers very closely, and am 
gonvinced there were no grounds for 
clemency. The defense certainly made 

mo case of insanity, and my convictipas 


against the verdict.” 

Representative said: 
verdict expressed my sentiments. 
indorse it fully. There is no question 
as to Prendergast’s guilt.” 

Representative John 8S. Black said: 
“T speak not as a lawyer, for I have 
not followed the testimony in the case, 
but as a citizen, having formed some 
impressions from what I have read 
and heard. I should say the verdict is 
righteous, and that the twelve men 
who sat on the jury arrived at a cor- 
rect conclusion.” 

Secretary of State Gresham said that 
he had not been closely following the 
newspaper reports of the trial and 
therefore declined to express an opinion 
of the result. 

Chief Justice Fuller asked to be ex- 
cused frim expressing an opinion on 
the case. It is not impossible that the 
case may be carried to the United 
States Supreme Court and the Chief- 
Justice probably did not want to pass 
judgment on a case which may after- 
ward come before him officially. 

GOV. ALTGELD. 

SPRINGFIELD Dec. 29.—When 
called upon by an Associated Press rep- 
resentative and asked his opinion of 
the Prendergast verdict, Gov. Altgeld 
said: “I know nothing about the case 
except what I have read in the news- 
papers, and therefore cannot give any 
opinion with regard to the verdict.” 

; A MEDICAL EXPERT. 

MIDDLETON (N, Y.,) Dee, 29.—Dr. 
Selden H. Talcott, who gave medical 
expert testimony in the Guiteau trial, 
said: “I think Prendergast a crank 
and that his mind is unbalanced, but 
think he should be held responsible for 
his crime. The laws should be so

THE HOWARDS. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 29.—A re- 
porter visited the Howard mansion on 
St. Charles avenue immediately after 
the receipt of the news of the result of 
the Prendergast trial. Miss Annie 
Howard, the bereaved fiancee of the as- 
sassinated Mayor of Chicago, was too 
weak to be seen, as she is just recov- 
ering from a severe attack of the grip. 

The first infimation that Frank T. 
Howard had of the verdict was when 
the reporter visited him at the house. 
He said: “I am rather surprised, con- 
sidering Chicago’s usual hustling style, 
that they were so slow in determining 
upon the fate of the assassin. When I 
left Chicago it was said that Prender- 
gast would be hanged before Christ- 
mas. It was two months yesterday 
since the horrible crime was committed. 

“T have found the lawyers of New 
Orleans were almost unanimous in the 
opinion that the assassin would be ac- 
quitted. This opinion was based upon 
the theory that he was insane. They 
must have imagined that this senti- 
mental plea, so effectual here, can be 
similarly utilized in Chicago. TI fail to 
see why a man guilty of such a horrible 
crime, even though he be adjudged in- 


any one else. 

“But this man, Prendergast, is not 
insane. After committing the crime 
he made all possible haste to deliver 
himself up, im mortal terror lest the 
vengeance of an aroused and incensed 
people would be visited upon him. Dr. 
Lyman subsequently remarked to me 
that this in itself was sufficient to dis- 
prove insanity.’’ 


PRESS COPIMENT. 


The Chicago Times Demands the Speedy Ex- 
ecution of the Assassin. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—(By the Associa- 
ted Press.) The Inter-Ocean says: ‘‘No 
one who has followed the case could 
have expected any other result, and the 
public generally will approve the ver- 
dict. The only question raised was as 
to the murderer’s sanity, and the de- 
fense utterly failed to make him out 
a lunatic, that is, a crank, in, the or- 
dinary acceptation of, the term. That 
his mind is constitutionally defective, 
is no doubt true, but the true object. 
of punishment is to protect society 
and there is today no greater menance 
to human life than the so-called 
cranks.”’ 

The Times says: “‘Prendergast’s con- 
viction deals a fatal blow to the plea 
of criminal lawyers; backed up’ by 
opinionated physicians that eccentricity 
is a complete defense to the charge of 
murder. It is hoped, now that the sen- 
tence of the court may ‘be speedily exe- 
cuted. Let a demonstration be made 
that the courts of Illinois will not con- 
nive at prolonging the worthless life 
of a red-handed murderer, by enter- 
taining dilatory motions or by being 
hampered by the peculiarities of a 
certain sort of criminal law.”’

TOPEKA, Dec. 29.—(By the Associa- 
ted Press.)

A dispatch from Tampa says the Gov- 
ernor stated most positively tonight: 
“The fight will not come off in Flor- 
ida.”” He says that he has plans for 
preventing it, and, at the proper mo- 
ment, will act. He is further quoted 
as saying: “I regard the proposed fight 
as against the peace and dignity of the 
State, and my determination to pre- 
vent it is fixed.”

THE BOOK OF JOB. 


Careless Copying and Jewish Orthodoxy Re- 
sponsible for Much Disfigurement. 
Probably no portion of the Old Testa- 
ment has come down to us in so corrupt 
a condition as the book of Job. Parts 
ofit are jumbled together for all the 


‘world as if thev had been written on 


small scraps of paper, which, the wind 
having blown them asunder, were 
joined together haphazard. Speaking 
in the light of the important discoveries 
of Prof. Bickell, who has devoted the 
best years of his life to its study, the 
Contemporary Review lays it down that 
the disfiguring changes which the work 
has undergone have atwofold source— 
deliberate attempts to blunt the sharp 
edge of the author’s criticism and ren- 
der the poem palatable to Jewish or- 
thodoxy by means of considerable ex- 
cisions and still more considerable in- 
terpolations, and the removal of later 
glosses from the margin of the manu- 
scripts to the text in consequence of the 
carelessness of copyists. The dates of 
these alterations vary considerably; 
some of the most important of them had 
been effected in the Hebrew original 
betore the poem was first done into 
Greek by the LXX.; others were intro- 
duced lateron. The latter category 
would naturaily be lacking in the Sep- 
tuagint version, which, had it come 
down to us in the condition in which it 
left the translators’ hands, would have 
materially furthered the work of resto- 
ration. Unfortunately Origen, acting 
upon the gratuitous assumption that the 
missing passages had formed part and 
parcel of the original text and were 
omitted by the translators because they 
failed to understand their meaning. 
took them from Theodotion and inserted 


them in the seventieth version, merely 


distinguishing them by means of aster- 
isks. These distinctive marks disap- 
peared, partially or wholly, in the 
course of time, and at the present mo- 
ment we possess but five manuscripts in 
which they are to some extent pre- 
served,

~WOMAN’S SPHERE, 


Perhaps there is nothing that flus- 

yrates more fully the advancement of 
the age than the larger opportunities 
and the higher place which it awards 
to woman. Almost every field of human 
acfion has been opened to her during 
the past quarter of a century, and she 
jis debarred from nothing for which 
her capacity and education fit her.

But today in every large city of the 
country may be found many successful 
women physicians earning a generous 
livelihood, honored by the community 
and frequently taking their places with 
men as instructors in our medical schools 
and colleges. The trend of woman’s 
footsteps in these latter days of the 
century is towards wider knowledge 
and broader action. It is the golden 
age of woman's enlightenment and 
progressive action, and the world will 
be better and wiser for this change, 
for the general uplift of the race is 
measured by the place which woman 
Aolds in the community. Her elevation 
means the elevation of the whole.

A DISGRACE TO THE STATE. 


Another act has been played in the 
tragio-comedy of Chris Evans, the ban- 
dit. That distinguished gentleman, 
having recovered his health and grown 
tired of confinement in the bastile at 
Fresno, the climate of which is not so 
pleasant as that of the Sierras, made 
up his mind to depart for his old hunt- 
ing-grounds. He therefore politely re- 
quested the jailer to open the front 
door, emphasizing his request with a 
revolver, which, of course, he carried 
with him. The jailer lost no time in 
complying with this reasonable request, 
and Mr. Evans thereupon jumped into 
a cart, which he borrowed from its 
owner without leave, and drove off to 
the mountains. Before leaving, how- 
ever, in order to keep his hand in, he 
“winged” the City Marshal. 

This entire Evans and Sontag busi- 
ness has been a disgrace to the State. 

Here is this man Evans, who is 
nothing but a common desperado and 
murderer, who, after having success- 
fully defied the-entire power of the 
State for months, was at length cap- 
tured, only to become a hero whose 
bloody escapades were boastfully pre- 
sented on the stage all over California 
by his wife and daughter. Then comes 
his trial. and, although it was shown 
that he had slain several men in cold 
blood, the jury, by some extraordinary 
process of reasoning which is peculiar 
to juries, only found him guilty of 
manslaughter, and he was sentenced 
to imprisonment for life. On top of 
this sentence, within a few days, he 
presents a pistol at the head of his 
jailer and coolly goes off to his old 
haunts, after first wounding another 
officer of the law. 

What a farce this is! But it is a dis- 
graceful farce. What must outside 
corhriunifies think ef where 
such things are possible? It is no won- 
der that Eastern people form errone- 
ous opinions about California, for, be it 
remembered, this case is only excep- 
tional in so far that it is a specially ag- 
gravating one. The escape of criminals 
from justice is so far from being a new 
thing in California that it is the rule 
rather than the exception. In fact it 
has got so far in this State that @ man 
with money or influence may almost 
commit murder with impunity; and 
even if he has no money or influence, 
he may be sure to find a number of 
misguided humanitarians to intercede 
for his worthless life. We do not 
know how many murders have been 
committed in San Francisco duri the 
past ten years, The list would be an 
appallingly long one, Of these, after 
long and wearisome delays, perhaps 10 
per cent. have been finally condemned 
to death. But to be condemned to 
death in California by no means imp! 
that the man will be hanged. Not at all! 
It is merely another move mn that game 
of jugglery which the Yawyers play 
upon that estimable lady with the 
bandage and scajes.. Any g00d criminal 
lawyer knows half a Gozen ways to pro- 
long the conflict after his client has 
been condemned to death, and he will 
use them without fail, provided his cli- 
ent has money, or can raise it among 
his friends. Thus it ha&S come to pass 
that, in spite of all the bloody and 
atrocious murders which we read about 
almost daily, the hanging of a mur- 
derer is so rare an event as to create a 
genuine sensation when it occurs. 
Once in a while a Chinaman is offered 
up as a victim, but for a white man to 
be hanged, no matter how atrocious his 
crime is, is considered almost in the 
light of an outrage. 

Now that Evans has made good his 
escape, the drama of “Evans and Son- 
tag’ will need to be supplemented by 
the final scene of the escape. There 
will be something stirring and excit- 
ing in this, and tte action and daring 
of the desperado will thrill the heart 
of the small boy, and kindle within 
him the desire’ to emmlate the act. 

If there could be any text book of 
crime better calculated'to incite in the 
minds of imaginative youths the desire 
for such deeds of lawlessness as are 
depicted in this socalled drama, and 
the purpose to undertake them, it has 
yet to be written, andi the addition of 
this latest ept:.tn contest 
between outlawry and. {astice is all that 
the small boy needs to fill his imagina- 
tion. 

It is an enduring shame to the great 
commonwealth of California that thijs 
play of “Evans and Sontag’ was ever 
permitted to be placed upon the stage, 
and, that in this State, where the 
crimes of these outlaws were com. 
mitted, paying audiences could be found 
to witness the representations of the 
villainy so long .unpunished. -It does 
not speak well for the moral status of 
the communities where the play re- 
ceived a generous patronage; and if 
Evans succeeds in making good his 
escape from justice, young America 
will consider him more of a hero than 
ever, and the drama will silently and 
insiduously do its work. 

Under such circumstances it is no 
wonder that such men as Evans flour- 
ish, and that many others are encour- 
aged to imitate them. As to the sys- 
tem which permits a criminal under 
sentence of life imprisonment to eat 
restaurant suppers in the _ corridor, 
with his wife, and to have a loaded 
pistol supplied to him, that is some- 
thing which the Fresno authorities 
should be caMed upon to explain. It 
is somewhat of a wonder that they 
did not engage rooms for Mr. Evans 
at the leading hotel, and tender him 
a benefit at the local theater, After 
what has happened, scarcely anything 


bandit will probably take to his old 
stronghold in the mountains, where he 
appears to have plenty of sympathizers. 
Judging. from past experiences, the 
chance for his capture is rather slim. 
Should he be taken, his captors would 
be excusable in settling the question, 
once for all, by suspending Mr. Evans 
from the limb of a convenient tree. 


It is amusing to. note in what a cool 
and business-like manner, and without 
any diplomatic flourish of trumpets, 
Great Britain from time to time gob- 
bles up another slice of a continent 
or a group of islands, to add to her al- 
ready overgrown empire. <A few days 
ago there was some excitement in re- 
gard to the reported seizure of the Gil- 
brt Islands, in the Pacific Ocean, by 
the British. The announcement now 
comes from London that the whole 
group was formally annexed by Great 
Britain in June, 1892, and has been in 
the possession of that country ever 
since. The British government must be 
something in the same position as our 
multi-millionaires, who can never tell 
from day to aay within a million or 
two of how much they are worth. 


In view of the numerous, glaring 
and outrageous miscarriages of justice 
which have characterized the actions of 
American juries in dealing with crim- 
inals during the past few years, and 
the dangerous growth of misplaced and 
maudlin sympathy toward. men whose 
hands are red with blood, it is en- 
couraging to learn that the jury in the 
Prendergast case has promptly found 
that murderer guilty, with sentence of 
death. Now let the sentence of the law 
be carried out, without unreasonable 
delay, and let us have an end of this at- 
tempt to make martyrs and heroes of 
assassins. The theory of “emotional 
insanity” is an apology for and an 
encouragement of crime. 


The state of affairs now prevailing 
at Rio de Janeiro reminds one of the 
stories of war and pestilence during 
the middle ages. To add to the horrors 
of bombardment, the city is now af- 
flicted with a virulent form of yellow 
fever. Meantime, neither of the con- 
tending parties appears to be gaining 
any advantage. It looks as if some of 
the great powers would have to inter- 
fere before long, in the cause of hu- 
manity. This is a task which would 
be most appropriate for the United 
States, as the Brazilians are naturally 
very jealous about interference on the 
part of any European nation, and, in- 
deed, that feeling prevails in this coun- 
try.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER.-—It is 
not often, out here on the far edge of 
the wild and woolly West, that the peo- 
ple who go to the theater are granted a 
chance to see a new play launched, and 
especially one that contains so much 
promise as the three-act farcial com- 
edy, ‘““‘The Bridegroom,”’ which Charles 
Dickson “‘tried on’’ us last night at the 
Los Angeles Theater. As yet the au- 
thor has not revealed himself, but he 
should get out in the open,. where the 
public can “fix him with a stare,” for 
there’s something in him. 

“The Bridegroom” is an innovation, 
for it is a comedy of complications—in 
fact a very nightmare of them—without 
& suggestive line, or a situation that 
approaches the risque, as is thé rule 
with the fin de sijecle successes which 
America has adapted from the polluted 
dramatic sources of France. It hasn't 
a baby in it with a shadow of mystery 
on its parentage, nor a wife or two 
who is considerably more speedy than 
is meet for the conventions. To 
sure it is racy of the turf, as exempli- 


fied in. iy character of Nathaniel Tug- 
stock, of the New York Horse Ex- 
change (more familiarly known as 


“Butch,”) but it is a fresh and breezy 
raciness, without the blemish of even a 
solitary d——n; and the people in it 
ave no pasts to hide nor no futures to 

—unless,.we»>except Lemuel  Big- 
neki, the publisher? of theological works, 
whp shoWed indiscretion in borrowing 
‘Butch’ to bet on the 
races. 

As in all comedies of this class, ‘“The 
Bridegroom” contains impossible peo- 
ple, as in the case of the female fright, 
Sarah Tugstock, and the simpering 
idiot, Jason Pontifex, the theological 
student; it likewise contains imfossible 
situations and some bits of horse-play, 
but the people make comedy, 
the situations are laughable, and the 
horse-play does not predominate. The 
first act is full of possibilities, but 
needs cutting, especially its first 
half, It needs the interpolation of 
some bits of business and an increase 
of action. The act's climax is original 
and wildly funny. The spectacle of a 
young fellow trying to pass himself 
off for an Irish servant girl's brother, 
when she has never seen him before, 
and his attempting to embrace her be- 
fore a roomfull of people, whereupon 
she lights into him with all the ardor 
of a Celt, and the agility of a female 
with a taste for hair-pulling, may 
sound tame in the telling, but when 
played by Mr. Dickson and Mary Ann 
McClosky (Daisy Zublin,) it is one 
which sets the house in a roar, and was 
followed by a hearty curtain call last 
night. The second act is by far the 
Strongest in the play. It opens With 
spirit, and the © complications follow 
each other rapidly and consistently. 
The lines are bright and witty, and the 
curtain drops amid shrieks of laughter. 
It is the climax of fun in the piece, 
ana did the last act fulfill the promise 
made by the second the play would 
be a howling success. That it may yet 
be made so, it is entirely possible, but 
as it now stands, the third act, which 
opens well, weakens at its close, and 
the stinger in the epigram’s tail doesn’t 
sting. The advent of McClosky is 
good, clean comedy, and he is a char- 
acter who should be elaborated. The 
hour at which this is written prevents 
consideration of the play’s story or 
elaborate discussion of the players, but 
more extended mention will be made of 
both in this journal’s dramatic columns 
tomorrow. The dressings of the players 
were handsome, and the stage settings, 
unchanged throughout the three acts, 
were excellent, as is the rule with all 
the plays which Mr. Dickson presents. 

This afternoon “Admitted to the 
Bar’ will be given, and the beautiful 
drama desérves a big house. Tonight 
the engagement will close with Mrs. 
Pacheco’s “‘Incog,”’ a play in which Mr. 
Dickson and its author are making 
fame and fortune.

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THE HAGAN HEARING 


Testimony of Witnesses 
for the Defense. 


Patients and Visitors Speak for 
the’ Doctor’s Side.. 


Some New Facts About the County 
Hospital Management. 


A Scheme to Oust the Incumbent to Make 
Room for Another Man— Some King's 
Daughters Who Thought 
Patients Well Used. 


The County Hospital investigation 
was taken up-again before the ‘Board 
of Supervisors yesterday morning. 

The depositions of Andrew Ames and 
Jacob Werling were read, as taken at 
the hospital on the afternoon previous. 
That of the former was to the effect 
that he entered the institution last 
June. The nurse named Jones treated 
him roughly for a period. He was un- 
able to go to the bathtub, but was 
kept reasonably clean. The food 
brought to him. was usually cold be- 
fore reaching him. 

In the cross-examination, the deposi- 
tion stated that Dr. Hagan had a num- 
ber of times talked with him about 
his trouble. He was satisfied that his 
disease was incurable. 

The deposition of Jacob Werling was 
to the effect that he was in the insti- 
tution a number of days before ha was 
given medical treatment. He had no 
great complaint to make. He admitted 
that Dr. Hagan had been the first to 
tell him he was suffering from loco- 
motor ataxia, an incurable disease. He 
also admitted that his case was diag- 
nosed by Dr. Brainard as one of rheu- 
matism. 

At this time, Dist.-Atty. Dillon an- 
nounced that the Mrs. Brown whom 
he had mentioned the day before was 
still too sick to come. The prosecution 
would, therefore, rest. 

The first witness for the defense was 
Mrs. Weston of No. 212 South Broad- 
way. She testified that since last 
March she had made about eight visits 
to the institution. She had done so 
for the purpose of giving any little aid 
or comfort she could to the infirm and 
sick. She had not catechised the pa- 
tients, but had observed the condition 
of things about the place. Witness, 
when visiting the hospital, was always 
treated courteously by the attendants 
there. She had met Dr. Hagan a few 
times. She had for a short time been 
a member of the organization known 
as the King’s Daughters. When she 
first visited the institution she thought 
the place looked rather primitive. As 
she continued to visit there, the con- 
a did not impress her as so prim- 
tive. 

Cross-examined by the attorney for 
the prosecution, witness denied hav- 
ing told Miss Hamilton, after her first 
visit, that the place was simply re- 
volting. Witness had visited hospitals 
in the East, and upon comparing the 
hospital here with them she had ob- 
served that the nurses here did not 
wear white caps and aprons and thin- 
soled shoes, as they did in places she 
had visited there. They did not appear 
to be as tidy here. Witness had sev- 
eral times been at the institution at 
meal time, and thought the food fur- 
nished in the wards, which places were 
where she saw it, was good and appro- 
priate for sick people. It came to the 
patients warm. 

Mrs. Patton of No. 212 South Broad- 
way testified that she had visited the 
hospital a number of times. Asked 
as to what conditions she observed 
there she said she had not noticed par- 
ticularly. She had gone there for the 
purpose of talking with patients to 
cheer them, and also to carry any lit- 


tle delicacies she could. When she had } 


visited the institution she had made it 
& practice to go first to the office and 
ask permission to visit the wards. She 
had often met Dr. Hagan in the office, 
and he had treated her very kindly. 
Cross-examined witness admitted she 
was a friend of Mrs. Hagan. Witness 
had visited the place in company with 
Mrs. Weston, who had just testified. 
On the occasion of their first visit, that 
lady had remarked to her that “This 
was nothmg, in comparison with the 
hospital in. New York,” but had not 
said savtithe to her about the sight 
being a revolting one. Witness wore 
the insignia of the order of King’s 
Daughters, but could not state posi- 
tively thas#&she was a member, for the 
reason that she had had her name pro- 


pdsed by another kady. She’ supposed, 
however, he was a member. The food 
furnished patients looked nice, and 


smelled nice. She thought the nurses 
treated patients very kindly. 

Mrs* M. FE. Berg, a nurse in the hos- 
pital, testifi that she remembered 
a girl with Vermin in her hair being 
brought to the place. Witness had 
charge of the case, and Dr. Hagan told 
her to put salve on instead of washing 
the child’s head. She could use hot wa- 
ter up to 8 o’clock at night for baths, 
and if new cases were brought in later, 
they could be given sponge baths. Dur- 
ing the first two or three.months of 
Dr. Hagan’s administration, witness 
thought the wards were not quite as 
clean as at other times. The quality of 
the food furnished under the Brainard 
and Hagan managements, respectively. 
was, as far as she could see, not dif- 
ferent. She had received her instruc- 
tions, in reference to the care of pa- 
tients, direct from Dr. Hagan. He had 
directed her to give special diets to the 
very sick patients. Some of these were 
to be fed every hour, and some of 
them every two hours. She remembered 
that a patient, named Gorman, had 
been given a special diet. Witness had 
seen Mrs. Landt at the hospital a num- 
ber of times. As the witness was em- 
ployed in the upper wards where the 
female cases were, and as Mrs. Landt 
did not often come~to those wards, 
she had not seen her frequently. Wit- 
ness usually had charge of the half- 
foolish girl named Mary. The girl was 
hardly ever permitted to go about be- 
low, and did not associate with the 
men. Witness remembered giving a 
Mrs. Haggett, one of the patients, a 
special diet, in addition to her regular 
diet. Dr. Hagan had always answered 
when she had called him. 

On cross-examination witness stated 
she could always get hot water in the 
daytime. If there was not a fire in the 
laundry, she could get hot water from 
the kitchen, by asking to have it 
turned on from there. Witness took 
the place of Mrs. Reddick. There were 
then twenty-five patients. She did not 
find it hard to do the work. There were 
at present thirty-five patients, and she 
had three assistants. These assistants 
were those who were students, practic- 
ing with the intention of becoming 
nurses. Dr. Hagan regularly visited 
her wards three times per day—morn- 
ing, noon and night. She was sure of 
it, for she had seen him. She admitted 
having talked with Dr. Hagan about 
the case. He had asked her if she re- 
membered certain things about it. Wit- 
ness was at present looking after the 
foolish girl, Mary, during the day, but 
could not sWear as to where she was 
at night. She had never seen Ralph 
Hagan in the women’s ward. Dr. Par- 
none came there, professionally, regu- 

rly. 

Asked by one of the Supervisors, she 
said she did not hear the girl Alice 
Werner make any complaint about her 
treatment. 

On redirect questioning winness 
said that in the case of the old Span- 
ish. woman, who was nearly blind, not 
having any sheets on her bed, it was 


the fault of the woman, She would tear 
them, and not keep them on. The Mrs. 
Warren, a daughter of Mrs. Harding, 
who was in the institution for a time, 
was treated by Dr. Hagan, and had 
food the same as the other patients. 
Witness never knew of Dr. Hagan 
turning a woman from the hospital be- 
fore she was ready to go. In the case 
of the closet in the women’s ward over- 
flowing, it was because the same was 
stopped. The matter was attended to 
promptly. In the case of the girl, 
named Lunt, who had beef treated for 
diphtheria, witness gave her a bath 
shortly before she left. This was done 
in the bathroom, and the girl's under- 
Clothing was taken away and down 
Stairs. What was done with it then, 
witness could not state. 

A recess was taken at this time, till 
1:30 o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon reassembling, Miss Carrie L. 
Bowles was called. She testified that 
she was a student nurse in the hospital 
for several months, and had been a 
regular nurse since last May. The 
foolish girl, Mary, was under her charge 
while she was night nurse. The girl 
was a sound sleeper and did not leave 
her bed during the night at any time 
within the knowledge of the witness. 
Mrs. Warren wasin charge of witness, 
who told her she would get anything 
for her that she could. Witness gave 
her eggnog regularly at night. Besides 
the medicine prescribed for her by Dr. 
Hagan, the patient once showed her a 
bottle of something she said Mrs. 
Beardslee had given herfor her cough. 
She said she thought it ought not to 
have been given her, and. witness said 
she thought she (Mrs. Beardslee) ought 
not to have given it to her. Witness 
had an opportunity to observe Dr. 
Hagan’s conduct toward patients, and 
saw that he was courteous to them. 
The. student nurses were under the 
instructions of the regular nurse. They 
were entitled to their board, lodging 
and laundry, but were not given any 
pecuniary compensation for their serv- 
ices. With the exception of two or 
three days, when he was suffering 
from an attack of grip, Dr. Hagan 
came to the ward regularly and daily. 
The hospital was kept clean. 

Cross-examined as to with whom she 
had talked as to what she would 
testify, witness said she had talked 
only with Dr. Hagan. Witness knew 
of the foolish girl, Mary, being away 
from the ward twice during the day- 
time. It was difficult to keep her in 
her ward. As far as she knew no 
nurse had ever been paid from the 
outside for giving special attention to 
patients. 

At this juncture witness was shown 
a slip of paper and asked if the writ- 
ing thereon were hers. Witness ad- 
mitted it was, but said she had entirely 
forgotten about it. 

The writing, being read, was in the 
form of an order signed by the witness 
requesting the payment of $5 #£=for 
special attention given a certain pa- 
tient. 

Witness said it was a case which was 
in the hospital when she was a student 
nurse. The woman patient was in a 
dangerous condition, so that at times 
it was difficult to control her. The pa- 
tient’s mother hired the witness to 
care for her at a time when she (the 
witness) was not employed at her regu- 
lar duty. Such cases necessarily were 
otherwise kept in charge of a man 
nurse. 

Redirectly examined, witness said she 
never knew of a case where a woman 
patient was compelled to do more than 
she was able. She thought the pa- 
tients were as well used under Dr. 
Hagan as under Dr. Brainard. 

The girl with vermin in her hair was 
bathed, all except her head, before be- 
ing put to bed. The next day her 
hair was cut and her head treated 
nicely. The bedstead had a disinfectant 
applied to it and the sheets were 
washed. 

Mrs. M. E. Berg was recalled, and 
asked by the prosecution if she rémem- 
bered the case of a patient named Susie 
Ingle, to whom Dr. Hagan attempted 
to give a hypodermic injection, and 
twice broke the needle, so that he had 
to get another, and, further, that the 
girl cried out that she was smarting 
from the pain. Witness remembered 
Dr. Hagan administering an injection, 
but had no recollection of any such cir- 
cumstance as set forth by the ques- 
tioner. Witness vas further asked if 
she signed a statement as published in 
The Times of July 15, together with her 
signature, in which statement it was 
said that the wards had always been 
kept scrupulously neat and clean. She 
said she was asked if she could con- 
sistently sign such a statement to do 
so; but if not, then not to do so. She 
did not read the statement before sign- 
ing it, but wastold about what she un- 
derstood to be its contents. She also 
understood the statement to cover only 
the time she had been at the hospital, 
which time began about three months 
after Dr. Hagan assumed charge of the 
institution. 

Rev. Father Joseph Doyle, the next 
witness, said he made it a rule to call 
from two to three times a week at the 
hospital, and more frequently if called 
when any of his profession were dan- 
gerously ill. He had heard but very 
few complaints. He had been told by 
patients that they were better treated 
than at other hospitals. Asked as to 
the way the treatment at the County 
Hospital would compare with that at 
the Sisters’ Hospital, witness said it 
would be hardly fair to compare them, 
for the reason that the latter was not a 
charity hospital. 

Mrs. M. A. Pierson, a former nurse in 
the institution, testified that she heard 
Miss Hamilton and the nurse, Mrs. Red- 
dick, talking about the management, 
and heard the latter express herself to 
the effect that she did not like Dr. Ha- 
gan’s manner of conduct. Witness ob- 
served that, after Dr. Hagan assumed 
charge, she got enough to eat, which 
she had not done before. The food un- 
der Dr. Brainard and Dr. Hagan was 
about the same. Under Dr. Hagan pa- 
tients who could not eat from the regu- 
lar fare- had the privilege of having 
special dishes cooked for them, which 
privilege they did not have under Dr, 
Brainard. 

Cross-examined, witness said she had 
never told Miss Hamilton that the rea- 
son she left the employ of the hospital 
was that there was not enough food. 
If she did say anything of the kind to 
that lady, it was in reference to the 
food under Dr. Brainard, not Dr. Ha- 


gan, 
G. T.* Gibson testified that he first’ 


went to the place as a patient, but was 
at present a nurse there. While a pa- 
tient he met Mrs. Potts and Mrs. 
Landt. Witness remembered one occa- 
sion when Mr, Clark and another man, 
supposed to be a notary public, called 
upon him and asked him to make a 
statement in regard toa patient named 
Russell. He refused to give them a 
statement. After that Mrs. Landt 
passed him by when she met him with- 
out -having anything to say. At an- 
other time she chanced to be present 
just as the nurses had finished eating 
and were leaving the room. She said 
she never saw such rubbish as was at 
that table. Once, after Dr. Post left, 
some of the ladies asked about him, 
and witness told them he thought Dr. 
Post was a very nice gentleman. 
said they were going to get him back 
there if they could. Dr. Hagan visited 
all the wards witness had charge of 
every night, in company with witness. 
Cross-examined the witness stated 
that when he was a patient, the 
King’s Daughters were very kind. 
They were not especially so to him, for 
the reason he did not require it. They 
were Very kind to other patients. There 
were not many complaints among the 
patients in the ward where he was. 
The man Libby was examined ‘by the 
physicians when he first entered. He 
was a chronic complainer. Mrs. Landt 
once introduced Mr. Clark to the wit- 
ness. Mr. -@lark asked him to make a 


‘Statement, which included. more than 
witness had previously stated to Mrs. 


Landt. about a certain delirious pa- 
tient. Witness declined to make the 
Statement as asked for by the paper 
representative. Witness, while at the 
institution, had eaten at a number of 
different tables, including the one des- 
ignated as the ‘“‘hobo.” He got enough 
to eat at all of them. 

J. Ehilman had been a patient for 
four months past. He had had suffi- 
cient food and of good quality. He 
had no complaint to make. Mrs. Landt 
had asked him if he had sufficient food, 
and what was good. He had told her 
he had. She told him her business was 
to go around and see what complaints 
there were to be made. She was 
around there to see tat the hospital 
was run as it ought to’ be run. She 
had told him that if he would apply 
used tea leaves to his eyes ‘during the 
night, they would feel better. He had 
not heard her suggest medicines to 
other patients. 

Another patient named John Don- 
nelly, testified that since July he had 
been an inmate. He was promptly 
given medical attendance, and had been 
well used. Mrs. Landt once asked him 
to go before a notary public and make 
a complaint against the hospital... She 
also spoke of being able to make 
changes in the management so as to 
get Dr. Hagan out. He asked her if 
she thought it would be any better to 
have someone else in his place. She 
said she thought it would. He asked 
her why she did not speak to Dr. Ha- 
gan about anything which might not 
be all right, and she said it would do 
no good. 

On cross-examination, ‘witness ad- 
mitted that Mrs. Landt had in effect 
stated to him that, considering the 
large amount it cost to run the hospi- 
tal, it seemed as if the treatment of 
patients might be better. 

Mrs. Grace Battel testified that she 
was a patient in the hospital from 
early in September till late in Novem- 
ber. She could not have received bet- 
ter treatment. She had no complaint 
to make regarding the management. 

Mrs. C. A. Gordon testified that she 
was a patient at different times, both 
under Dr. Brainard and Dr. Hagan. 
She received excellent treatment under 
each of them. 

Cross-examined, witness positively 
denied having made any statement to 
Mrs. Beardsley derogatory to Dr. Ha- 
gans management. 

Charles Nelson swore he had been a 
patient in the institution for a number 
of months. He had been given every- 
thing he wanted. He considered he 
was well used. 

Cross-examined, witness said Mrs. 
Landt told him she wanted to get Dr. 
Hagan out, and get a younger man 
in his position. Mrs. Landt once gave 
him car fare to come down town so he 
could go to the office of Mr. Clark, 
which he did. Mr. Clark offered to 

help him out” in the way of money if 
he would make a statement against the 
management. He declined to do so. 

Further hearing was deferred till 9 
o'clock this morning. 


CHINESE KINDERGARTEN. 


A Christmas Entertainment for the Litt'e 
Mongolians. 

The children of the Chinese kinder- 
garten and Sunday-school, which are 
under control of the Presbyterial board, 
held a royal Christmas entertainment 
yesterday afternoon, in the First Pres- 
byterian Church. 

The church, which was beautifully 
decorated in holly, evergreens, imitation 
snow and tinsel, was filled to every’ 
door with Chinese and American 
friends of the children, fourteen of 
whom were a fantastic picture, 
upon the front of the platform, while 
back of them the ladies composing the 
Executive Committee of the society, 
with a few. guests occupied places of 
honor. The exercises were announced 
by Mrs. Minor, president of the board, 
and conducted by Miss Reynolds, the 
most efficient teacher. 

Above the stage the suggestive motto 
“Peace on Earth, Good Will to Men” 
Was suspended, and at the left a huge 
Christmas tree, literally loaded with 
gifts, formed a tempting sight. These 
gifts were all generous contributions, 
none of them being procured from the 
treasury fund of the society. 

Mrs. Chapin, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, opened the services with 
prayer, followed by Mrs. Dimmick, 
chairman of the Chinese Work Com- 
mittee, who gave an outline sketch of 
the school since it was organized four 
years age. 

The programme by the Chinese chil- 
dren was the feature of the occasion, 
and included recitations, psalms and 
songs, in which all in some measure 
participated, from a little tot of 3, in a 
velvet skull-cap, to a manly lad, aged 
10. Their gaudy native dress, their 
bright eyes, their fine manners and 
their well-trained voices, made the en- 
tertainment one long to be remem- 
bered. The memory which even the 
very small ones exhibited was wonder- 
ful, and the eager interest with which 
the little American children in the au- 
dience viewed the little children of an 
alien race on the platform was in itself 
an object lesson. The closing song by 
the school was in Chinese, and after 
this Mrs. Chapin read three excellent 
and very entertaining essays, written 
by the. following: ‘‘Idols,’’ Charlie Sing, 


aged 10; ‘““My Mother’s Garden,” Anna | 


Sing, aged 9; “Daniel in the Lion’s 
Den,”” Mansie Sing, aged 8. Mrs. Cha- 
pin prefaced their reading by saying 
that if any American boy or girl from 
the public schools felt like laughing at 
these compositions, she would like to 
search them out and take them down 
to the Chinese school for instruction 
two years, and then compel them to 
write essays in the Chinese language. 
The bright and quite correct way in 
which they had arranged their thoughts 
needed little apology, however. 

Then came the grand distribution of 
gifts, with the interesting by-play of. 
some gifts in silver bestowed by pri- 
vate parties, and the public display of 
a fine lamp stove for their schoolroom. 

A collection amounting to $35 was an- 
nounced, and the Chinese young folks, 
accompanied by their parents, were 
conveyed in several carriages to their

WORTH A THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


A Butterfly Which is Probably the Most 
Valuable Insect in the World. 

One naturally thinks of butterflies 
in connection only with flowers, and 
flowers suggest sunshine and warmth. 
But there is no place on this earth ex- 
cept upon its great seas and oceans 
where butterflies cannot be found. Of 
course the plains of tropical countries 
abound with them, but some of the 
most beautiful forms are found in the 
mountain passes of Darjeeling and Sik- 
kim, in the Himalayas, and on the 
frigid altitudes of Thibet, Cashmere, 
Toorkistan and the Pamirs. Lieut. 
Peary has told that when he planted 
the United States flag on the ice cap 
at the furthest point north a moth lit 
on the pole for a moment. Prices of 
butterflies vary in the catalogues of pro- 
fessional dealers from 15 cents to $500. 
According to a writer in the New York 
Herald, from which these facts about 
butterflies are gleaned, ‘‘fine types,” 
beautiful and rare ‘“‘varieties,”” and won- 
derful ‘‘uniques’’ are practically price- 
less. For example, one of the gems of 
the collection of Mr. Neumoegen of New 
York is his wonderful papilio neumoe- 
gent. This insect, the only one of its 
kind ever captured, was taken on the 
Island of Sumbawa, southeast of Java. 
Received in a shipment from his col- 
lector at that place, Mr. Neumoegen at 
once concluded that it was new to sci- 
ence. He sent it to Burope, risking its 
loss, and experts there decided that he 
was right. It is of a wondrful metallic 
green. Special expeditions have been 
sent to the locality several times since 
in the hope of finding another, but this 
one still remains unique. If it were sold 
at auction in, London it would bring 
$1000 at least.

The Sureties Must Pay 
the Shortage. 


The Text of Judge Shaw’s De- 
cision in the Case. 


The Balance Due and Unpaid the 
County $12,963.84. 


The Holcomb Disbarment Case Continued as 
Was Also the Wray Case Before 
Judge Ross—The Docket 
for Today. 


Judge Shaw yesterday afternoon ren- 
dered his decision in the case ‘of the 
People, etc., vs. El Hammond et al., 
an action to recover from the bondsmen 
of a defaulting Tax Collector the 
amount of his defalcation, judgment 
being ordered for the plaintiff therein 
for the sum of $12,963.84, in accordance 
with the following written opinion: 

“This is an action to recover of the 
defendants as sureties on the official 
bond of El Hammond, formerly Tax 
Collector of Los Angeles county, a 
balance of taxes collected by him, and 
alleged to have been by him converted 
to his own use. The case has been 
pending a. long time, and was submitted 
in Department Three about eighteen 
months ago on a stipulation, and then 
referred to a commissioner to take the 
evidence. The commissioner reported 
but the transcript of the evidence 
seems to have been mislaid. A copy 
has been substituted, and the case is 
now submitted upon the evidence thus 
reported, and the stipulation. 

“The first objection of the defendants 
to the case made by the plaintiff is 
that it appears that El Hammond did 
not take or subscribe the oath of office 
for the term for which the bond sued 
on was given, therefore they insist that 
he was not the lawful Tax Collector, 
and that the bond is of no effect, be- 
cause no duties were performed under 
its conditions. The defalcation is al- 
leged to have occurred between the 
3d day of January and the 21st day of 
March, in the year 1887. 

‘Hammond was elected Tax Collector 
in 1884 for the term beginning on the 
first Monday in January, 1885, and end- 
ing on the first Monday in January, 
1887, or when his successor should be 
elected and qualified. He served this 
term, and before its termination was 
elected as his own successor, for the 
term beginning on the first Monday of 
January, 1887, which was the third day 
of the month.’ The usual certificate of 
his election was issued and delivered 
to him, and the bond sued on was 
duly executed by the defendants as his 
official bond for the then ensuing term, 
and was duly approved and accepted 
as such by the proper authorities. He 
continued to act as Tax Collector with- 
out interruption until about March 21, 
1887, when he absconded. He did not 
take the oath of office for the. second 
term. The contention is that his first 
term continued until his successor 
qualified; that as he did not take any 
oath as his own successor, he did not 
qualify as such, and, therefore, his 
second term never begun, but he was 
holding over on what was really a part 
of his first term. ’ 

“It is probable that on proceedings 
in quo warranto, the office might have 
forfeited on account of 
his lure to take the oatli; and, also, 
that if some other person had been his 
predecessor, he could not have de- 
manded possession of the office until 
he had taken such oath. But no such 
question arises here. This is an action 
against the officer and his sureties on 
his official bond, and it is well settled, 
as I think both on principle and au- 
thority, that both the officer and his 
sureties in such an action are estopped 
to question the right of the officer 
to hold the office during the term for 
which the bond was given. If, by any 
means, he has obtained possession of 
the office without having complied 
‘with al] the technical requirements of 
|the law in qualifying himself therefor, 
they will not be allowed to present 
such failure as an excuse or defense 


- for the breach of his duty while he was 


actually in possession of the office dur- 
ing the term covered by the bond. 
Such requirements are for the benefit 
of the public, and do not affect the 
question of the liability on the bond, 
nor inure to the benefit of the sureties 
in any particular. 

“At the beginning of his second term 
Hammond was charged with .the 
amount of the delinquent taxes for the 
year 1886, the list of which was then 
delivered to him for collection. He col- 
lected all of these taxes, except the 
sum of $2472.70, which sum includes the 
amount of taxes doubly assessed, and 
the taxes unpaid, for which lands were 
sold to the State. The following state- 
ment shows the condition of his ac- 
count for the second term:

stated, there was a payment of $7861.86 
made by Hammond to the Treasurer 
on January 24, 1887, and the defendants 
claim credit for this sum, also upon the 
collections of delinquent taxes. The 
evidence shows that Hammond was in 
default for collections made by him 
during the previous term in this 
amount, which he had, during the first 
term, converted to his own use, and 
that the money was not in his hands 
in any form at the time of the com- 
mencement of the second term. On 
January 22, 1887, a demand was made 
on him by the County Auditor for this 
money, and on the 24th, in compliance 
with the demand, he paid the sum men- 
tioned to the Treasurer in settlement 
of the amount due from him on ac- 
count of the first term defalcation. 
The payment was made with money 
which he received during the second 
term from collections of delinquent 
taxes, and it was a part of the money 
shown to have been collected by the 
foregoing statement. 

“The defendants claim that they are 
not lable for a conversion of public 
money occurring during the first term, 
and that as this was one of that sort, 
and the payment made on January 24 
was made with money received by him 
in his official capacity during the sec- 
ond term, it should be credited on the 
delinquent collections for that term and 
thus reduce their liability by a corre- 
sponding amount. 

“This claim cannot be allowed. At the 
time Hammond ma this payment he 
owed Los Angeles county this amount 
of $7861.86, not on account of delinquent 
taxes collected, but on account of col- 
lections of current taxes during the 
previous term. He had no right to ap- 
ply the money received for delinquent 
taxes to the payment of this debt, and 
yet he did pay it and apply it to that 
specific debt. This was as much a 
violation of the conditions of the bond 
given by the defendants as it would 
have been if the money had been ap- 
plied to the payment of any private 
debt owing by him. His duty was ‘to 
keep this money and pay it over to |

quent tax collections. Any other use 
of it was a breach of his duty, and 
likewise a breach of the bond. If it 
had been paid generally to the Treas- 
urer, a question might arise as to what 
application the law would make of the 
payment, whether to the debt of the 
previous term as the oldest obligation, 
or on account of the delinquent taxes 
as the account to which it ought in 
right and equity to be applied. But 
there is no such question here. The 
money was paid in pursuance of a spe- 
cific demand for the particular debt, and 
was received and applied in settlement 
of that debt. There is no evidence that 
the =. or Treasurer had any 
knowledge 48 to what money he was 
paying on this demand, and it must 

presumed that they didn’t have any - 
knowledge that it was the money re- 
ceived from delinquent taxes. Conse- 
quently, they cannot be charged with 
notice of any trust in relation to the 
money used to pay the debt. It was a

Crons and Markets. 

The soaking rain which fell during 
the early part of the week was an ac- 
ceptable Christmas present for the 
farmers of Southern California. Plow- 
ing will corhmence in earnest, as the 
soil has been put in good condition for 
working, and the indications are for 
a heavy planting of cereals. Some 
farmers had dry plowing considerably 
advanced, and grain in when the rains 
came, which will soon start the grain 
‘to germinate, The early-sown grain 
has been greatly benefited by the rains, 
&s previous to them the soil was be- 
coming dry. 

The chief interest now centers in the 
érange market. Only a few carloads 
have yet been sent East, that market 
being well supplied with Florida fruit. 
Reports from Florida state that the 
ranges there are swelling to a large 
size, ga_account of warm weather fol- 
lowed by mains. Many of the oranges 
will be 80 and’:even 64 sizes, while very 
few will run smeer than 150. These 
large oranges will come into direct 
competition with our navel and make 
it more difficult for the latter to find 
a good market. This will also make 
the Florida crop larger than was ex- 
pected. The last estimates from that 
State are to the effect that there will 
be about three’ millfon boxes or 10,000 
garioads of fruit on hand by the Ist of 
January.’ When it is témembered that 
shipping commenced in Florida about 
the ist of Novémbe®r, and that it was 
expected the market’ would be pretty 
well cleared out by New Year's, it will 
be seen how large a quantity of fruit 
the California growers will have to con- 
tend with. 

Local commission men say that they 
can still get all the oranges they want; 
in fact, more than need. Most of 
the shipments now being made are to 
Pacific Coast points. Here the market 
is still being cut—the Riverside Ex- 
change having put the price down to 
$1.75, f.o.b., and $1.15 to $1.25 for seed- 
lings, the commission men have fol- 
lowed suit, and quote the same price. 
The rain has also interfered to a con- 
siderable extent with shipments. 

It has been charged that the com- 
n nen havg been trying te un- 
fermine the recently-formed Orange- 
growers’ Association. This is denied 
by the commission men, one of whom 
said this week: “There has not been 
a dollar expended by any of the ship- 
pers or commission men to effect this 
purpose, and they have watched the 
organization without making any effort 
to retard its progress. This being the 
case, there is perhaps more to fear from 
their apathy in the matter than there 
would have been from open hostility. 

“It must be conceded that the com- 
mission men are in a position to bet- 
ter understand the difficulties to be 
overcome in marketing the orange crop 
than the growers, who have heretofore 
largely depended upon them. aps 
the commission men, through Nei 
knowledge and experience can s ar- 
ther into the future results from the 
methods proposed by the present grow- 
ers’ association than the growers them- 
selves can who organized it, and they 
are relying upon their belief that un- 
avoidable disaster will overtake’ the 


association and its members, to create | 


a reaction in their favor. If this is the 
case, they cannot be censured for re- 
maining silent, for to have spoken and 
endeavored to expose any weakness in 
the association would only have sub- 
jected them to bitter abuse or the 
charge of self-interest. 

There are still some sections which 
have not yet joined the organization 
of orange-growers, notably Redlands. 
The people of that section say that they 
never have any difficulty in selling 
their fruit at top prices, and, conse- 
quently, do not see what use they have 
for an organization, besides which, 
they do not care to place their fruit on 
the same level with that from River- 
side, which they claim is more liable 
to frost, and does not ship so well. 

Outside of oranges, there has been 
some -business in shipping vegetables 
to the Bast, where there is at’ present 
a good market for cauliflower, celery 
and cabbage at fair prices. Thg recent 
rain will be of much assistance this 
crop. It appears that artificial irriga- 
tion is not of so much use to vegetables 
at this season of the year as a natural 
rainfall. The latter washe# the leaves 
of the plants clean, and rids them of 
many bugs. Unfortunately, most of 
these vegetables are still raised by 
Chinamen, although white men are be- 
ginning to make a move in that direc- 
tion. Mention has already been made 
in these columns of the organization 
of growers at Fullerton, which shipped 
about seventy-five carloads of cabbages 
last season. The same organization 
is this year calling for bids for 150 car- 
loads, the experience with. last year’s 
crop having been very favorable. This 
is an example which might be emulated 
by American farmers in other parts of 
Southern California. 


The Seott Investigation. 

The investigation of the charges 
against Horticultural Commissioner 
Scott was resumed on Saturday last be- 
fore the Board of Supervisors. 

Mr. Knox, the attorney for the peti- 
tioners for the removal, stated inas- 
much as the pressing of the charges 
in reference to the State board would 
involve a lengthy extension.of the in- 
vestigation, and would entail not only 
wreat inconvenience, but also great ex- 
‘pense, it had been decided not to press 
them further, provided the people of 
Pomona and vicinity would consent to 
Jet rest the matter of their grievances 
against the State board. ; 

After a number of witnesses had 
been examined in regard to the manner 
in which Mr. Scott performed his 
duties, further hearing in the case was 
Weferred till Thursday of this week. 
The withdrawal by Mr. Knox of the 
most important feature of the investi- 
gation robs it of the chief interest 
which it had to the fruit-growers of 
thie section, It would, however, have 


- 


beenof little use for Mr. Knox to press 
the charges, considering that Mr. 
Cooper, the president of the State 
board, who is responsible for most of 
these charges, was not present, and 
for reasons which he had communi- 
cated ta friends, and which were re- 
ferred to in these columns last week, 
declined to push them. As we stated 
last week, it is not likely that the mat- 
ter will be allowed to rest in its pres- 
ent condition. It will probably be 
taken up by the grand jury, which body 
will be in a better position to push the 
investigation to a definite conclusion 
and secure the attendance of those 
witnesses whose absence during the 
trial of this case has been made the 
subject of much unfavorable criticism. 


Hints to Orange-growers. 

The practice has been too common 
among packers of California fruits of 
urging the growers of oranges to com- 
mence shipments each year as soon as 
fruit fairly turns color. 
practice is bound to have a disastrous 
effect upon the reputation of California 
fruit in the market, is very evident 
from correspondence which is from time 
to time received from the highest au- 
thentic sources, bearing upon this sub- 
ject. The following are examples of 
protests against forcing the market be- 
fore fruit is thoroughly ripened, sweet 
are reputable: 

“We will be in market for California 
fruit as soon as the fruit is ripe enough 
to give satisfaction. We have found 
it poor policy to place green oranges on 
the market.” 

“At present we are not ready to or- 
der any oranges, for the holidays, as for 
the past few years the first oranges 
from your section did not give satis- 
faction, and we do not intend to order 
until the fruit is thoreughly ripe.” 

“If there is any attempt made to 
force green fruit, which has been done 
in years past, it will only result in 
disaster and a general demoralization of 
the trade’ If orange-growers could re- 
alize that the shipment of too green 
stock every year destroyed our market, 
they would not be so ready to ship it. 
People who buy oranges and then find 


for quite a while, and the result is that 
they accumulate and prices break. For 
the general good we would suggest that 
you use every ‘endeavor to have 
nothing but ripe fruit shipped.” 

“We do not feel like placing an 
order with you for California oranges 
until after t “a good 
flavor. We had a little experience with 
early oranges last season, and it was 
impossible to place California oranges 
that were sour, against sweet Florida 
stock. The early shipments to this 
merket last season did no one any 
good.”’ 

“We, for one, will not buy California 
oranges at the best, from the fact that 
we have tried the California orange 
business in this market last season, 
and we must say that we never did 
get a respectable lot of early fruit from 
California. While we handle it all on 
a commission, at the same time,. we 
do not care about handling trash for 
anybody, and there is no money in if.’’ 

“Your favor quoting oranges is with 
us. We are afraid they would not. be 
fully colored, and would prefer waiting 
a few days, rather than take chances. 
We ordered a car early last season, 
and the parties said they were all well 
colored, but when they arrived there 
were half-green oranges fn almost 4ll 
the boxes. This, of course, caused dis- 
satisfaction. Should you have a car 
that you can: fully guarantee to be 
colored, you may wire us.”’ 

“Our experience has been shat Cali- 
fornia fruit before the first of March, 
is not sufficiently matured to be mar- 
ketable. We never buy, especially Riv- 
erside oranges, until they are fully ma- 
tured, as it only hurts the trade to 
get them while they are off color and 
sour. A person once-byying them and 
finding them sour never gets the taste 
out of his mouth the whole season.”’ 


Irrigating the Olive. 

John 8S. Calkins of Pomona, a care- 
ful and conscientious nurseryman, who 
makes a specialty of the olive, has 
been investigating the question of irri- 
gating that tree, and gives readers of 
The Times his conclusions in this issue. 
The proof appears to be ample that the 
olive does not need irrigation to arrive 
at perfection. 


Olive Trees and Irrigation, 

POMONA, Dec. 27.—(To the Editor of 
The Times.) In your issue of November 
4 there was copied from-the California 
Fruit-grower an editorial on the olive. 
which states that a large-sized berry 
is very much the best for pickling, and 
that the best results ever obtained by 
Mr. Lelong were mainly due to seven 
irrigations in one seasqn. , 

Since the above appeared’ Mr. Lelong 
has explained that for ofl he would not 
have the trees irrigated. 

Wishing to.compare the size and 
yield of fruit from irrigated and non- 
irrigated trees, I recently visited nu- 
merous orchards in this section, and I 
beg leave to give you an account of 
the object lessons, as they appeared to 
me. 

There is an orchard near here five 
years old, growing in a sandy wash, 
which has borne two crops; the trees 
are of remarkable size and vigor though 
never irrigated. They have not been 
cultivated since last June. It is seventy 
feet to water. 

Another orchard, of the same age, 
on sandy loam bore fruit this year for 
the second time; it was bought by a 
pickling firm at 6 cents per pound, the 
highest price paid this eason for 
olives. The orchard has never been ir- 
rigated, it was cultivated once this sea- 
son. The well on the place is about 
100 feet deep. 

An orchard, of a little more than 
four acres, about six years old on land 
somewhat heavy, produced last year 
7638 pounds of olives, which were sold 
for pickling at 5 cents per pound, the 
highest price paid last year in this 
market. The owner was offered 6 cents 
per pound for this year’s crop, but de- 
clined the offer, preferring to pickle it 
himself. The trees were cultivated 
once this season; irrigation is not prac- 
ticed. Wells in the neighborhood are 
over 100 feet deep. The trees in this or- 


chard are very large for their age. 
About five miles from Pomona on a 
mountain ridge some eighteen hundred 
feet above the sea level, on very hard 
red clay land, is a neglected orchard 
that has never been irrigated, neither 
has it been cultivated ,for two years 


or more. The trees appear to be four

them sour do not think of buying more 4 


hydr gen; 


or five years old, and bore fruit last 
year. I found the fruit of good pick- 
ling size. I do not think that water 
Tr be reached by digging down 100 
eet. 

Some seven or eight miles north of 
Pomona there are several olive trees 
on sandy loam, apparently twenty 
years old. The owner informed me that 
he bought the property on which they 
stand some twelve years ago, and that 
they bear good crops of large fruit. 
Water is at least 100 feet below the 
the surface. No irrigation. 

i examined a number of trees a few 
miles from Pomona supposed to be 
fifty vears old, which the owner says 


.| bear well. I gathered some very large 


olives from them. They are growing in 
black adobe. It is thirty feet to water; 
no irrigation is practiced 

An old settler informs me tha* he 
planted olive cuttings cighteen jyears 
ago in the San Fernando Valley, that 
they commenced bearing three years 
after planting, and have borne good 
crops. of extra large olives ever since. 
Water is about twenty-five feet from 
the surface; he has never irrigated the 
trees. 

I found that trees situated under our 
irrigating system, if watered at all, 
receive it from four to five times dur- 
ing the season, and while the olives ex- 
amined wefe as large as any I have 
ever seen, I could see no difference in 
favor of the irrigated ones over the 
non-irrigated, either in size or yield. 

That persons interested may have an 
opportunity to examine the fruit and 
make comparisons, I will place in the 
Chamber of Commerce in your city 
a collection of some fifteen varieties 
of olives. The label on each jar will 
set forth the name of the variety it con- 
tains, on what kind of soil it was 
produced and whether grown with or 
without irrigation.

Chemistry of the Orange. 
(Ex-State Chemist Normanin Florida 
Life:) Most people look upon the orange 
as aluxury, pure and simple. Itis eaten 
simply because it is good—not a bad 


surely, but it is sometimes of | 


interest to inquire whether there may 
not be other excellent foundations for 
its claims to be considered the ‘“‘queen 
of fruits.”’ 

To begin with, the epidermis, or outer 
portion of the rind, is thickly studded 
with rounded cells, filled with a fra- 
grant essential oil, which finds a wide 
range of uses in medicine, in perfumery 
and in the culinary arts. Here in Flor- 
ida, no successful attempt, so far as I 
am aware, has ever been made to util- 
ize this ‘“‘oil of orange,’ partly, perhaps, 
from lack of knowledge of the best 
methods of expressing and preparing it 
for market, but largely from the fact 
that the finest foreign oil is expressed 
by “hand labor,” which is so cheap in 
Southern Europe, that competition here 
is cut of the question. No doubt, some 
skilled inventor will one day give us 
a practical machine, which will do in a 
cheap and cleanly and effective way 
the work that is now done by not over- 
cleanly Italian fingers. There is a for- 
tuhe in store for the genius who can 
accomplish it. When this is done, we 
shall save the tens of thousands of dol- 
lars that go abroad for a product that 
is now wasted at home. The orz ge- 
grower will have a not unimportant ad- 
dition to his now meager income, and 
the physician, the perfumer, the phar- 
macist and the confectioner, will “have 
in our home-grown “‘oil of orange,” cer- 
tainly a cleaner and possibly a cheaper 
and altogether more satisfactory prod- 
uct as well. 

To the chemist oil of orange is one 
of a natural family of hydrocarbons 


belonging to What is termed the aro- 


matic series. This includes several re- 
lated groups among which are the so- 
called terpenes, of which oil of turpen- 
tine is a typical example. This group 
is represented by the general chemical 
formula C 10 to H 16: which means 
that ten parts of carbon are always 
found combined with sixteen parts of 

or, remembering that the 
atomic weight of carbon is 12, and that 
of hydrogen 1, our short hand way of 
writing it indicates that 10x12 equals 
120 parts or (say ounces to make it if 
possible more simple) of carbon (char- 
coal) is always combined with exactly 
16x1, or sixteen ounces of hydrogen. 
All this group, which is a very exten- 
sive one, gives the same chemical an- 
alysis, and yet the. taste, odor, optical 
and other physical properties are vastly 
different. It is certainly a most singu- 
lar fact that nature can take exactly 
120 ounces of carbon and 16 ounces of 
hydrogen and put them together in 
such varying products as oil of turpen- 
tine, orange, lemon, rose, caraway, 
pepper, anise, nutmeg, thyme, lavender 
etc. It all depends, no doubt, upon the 
different ways in which the ultimate 
atoms are grouped, and is simply an 
instance among thousands of what 
*“isormerism.”’ 

ave said, oil of turpen 

seems to be in a sense typical ‘oe this 
whole group of essential oils, and many 
of them, among which is oil of orange, 
tend to revert cr go back to this prob- 
ably less complex primitive type, as 
every druggist who is compellel to carry 
much “old Stock” finds to his cost. 
Like most of the oils derived from the 
citrus family, oil of orange can be 
split into a number of isomeric bodies, 
some of which contain the odoriferous 
principle in a concentrated form. It 
is a curious fact, too, that the odor 
does not seem to belong to the oil it- 
self, but is only developed at the mo- 
ment when it is oxidized and  de- 
stroyed. In an atmosphere of pure 
nitrogen oil of orange has very little 
more odor than olive oil. Most fra- 
grant essential oils share in this sin- 
gular chemical property. At the same 
time that the fragrance is developed 
ozone is produced, the most powerful 
gérmicide known, so that the univergal 
liking of the world for perfumes has 
probably its ultimate reason for exist- 
ence in important sanitary laws. 

As a medicine the orange holds-no 
mean rank. It isrichin citrus acid, de- 
liciously flavored, and compounded with 
exactly the proportions of sugar to 
render it most grateful to the palate. 
In addition to its recognized therapeu- 
tic value as a refrigerant and cnti- 
scorbutic it possesses other proner‘ices 
even more important. In certain lew 
types of fever nothing is more relished 
or can be taken with greater safety by 
the patient. It is food and medicine 
most deftly combined. When the al- 
most moribund stomach seems to resent. 
as an insult the approach of every 
other form of nourisnment cr drink or 
healing potion, it will often tolerate and 
gratefully accept this wonderfully com- 
pounded prescription from Natwre’s 
own pharmacy. 

Then, too, recent investigations by Ger- 
man bacteriologists seem to especially 
emphasize the value of the orange from 
a hygenic point of view. It is found 
that citric acid holds a very high rank 
as a germicice. The comma bacillus 
and other micro-organisms which are 
such fatal scourges of the human race 
are at once destroyed by it. The h‘ch- 
est medical authorities therefore iow 
unite in recommending a liberal use of 
citrus fruits as one of the most effective 
prophylactics where cholera or other 
similar epidemics are raging. 

It is, however, as a food product that 
the orange is entitled to its highest 
rank. This is so contrary to the general 
popular impression that the writer 
trusts he will be pardoned for a little 
technical explanation. 

While there is much yet to be earned 
in regard to the chemistry of n@trition, 
some things have been pretty definitely 
ascertained. The human body is as 
strictly a machine for the transforma- 
tion of forces as is a steam engine or a 
dynamo. The complexity of the 
mechanism by no means alters the prin- 
ciples on which its opéfations are based. 
The human body creates no force. It is 
not a source of energy, simply does 
with food what the steam engine does 
with its coal, it takes one kind of exist- 
ing energy and changes it into other 
forms and parcels it out as the varied 
needs of the mechanism of life and the 
repair of that mechanism requires, 

In sustaining the functions of healthy 


life, the principal food elements of 
value are what are termed, first, the 
protoid bodies, containing all the ni- 
trogenous compounds of the food, such 
as the albumen of the egg, the gluten 
of wheat, casein of milk, gelatine of 
the bones, myosin of lean meat, etc. 


Next, the fats, including  but- 
ter, tallow, lard, the oil of 
seeds, ete., and lastly, the carbo- 


hydrates, consisting of sugars, starches, 
gums, etc. The carbo-hydrates and fats 
are principally ‘wonsumed as _ fuel, 


| though in connection with protein they 


undoubtedly undergo other transforma- 
tions, which are as yet imperfectly un- 
derstood. 

It is; however, in the protein that by 
far the highest nutritive value is found. 
All the nitrogenous compounds found 
und formed in the blood, muscles, ten- 
dons, nerves, brain and other tissues of 
the human body, come directly from 
the transformation of this most impor- 
tant food product, the albumenoids. 

The flesh-forming ingredients, singu- 
lar to say, are found in more liberal 
proportions in the orange than any 
other known fruit. The carbo-hydrates 
are also well represented, as the vari- 
ous forms of sugar found in well-rip- 
ened specimens give it an equally high 
rank in that regard. According to the 
latest European investigations, oranges 
stand first among fruits in the albume- 
noids present (1.73 per cent.,) prunes 
second (78 per cent.,). peaches third, ba- 


nanas fourth, while apples and 
pears stand nearly the lowest 
on the list. Dr. Hilgard of Cali- 
fornia, who has made an exhaustive 


study of the orange as grown there, 
finds a slightly. diminished percentage 
of, albumenojds, but, while positive 
knowledge on this point is wanting, I 
am quite confident that the Florida 
grown orange is fully equal if not su- 
perior to the European product, both 
in the percentage of its albumenoids 
and carbo-hydrates., 
We are then safe, I think, in assum- 


ing that Florida oranges have more 
value simply as food than any other 
known fruit. Some day, no doubt, 


these facts will be generally recognized. 


The orange will then be looked upon 
as something more than a luxury, and 
this ‘“‘queen of fruits’ will tale its 
true place, not merely as a most tempt- 


ing and appetizing morsel for the pal- 


ate, but as one of the most important 
food products of the  semi-tropical 
Find a Way. 


Pickling Olives. 

(Pacific Rural Press.) Mr. Delong’s 
valuable article on pickling olives, in 
your issue of Oct. 7, reminds me that 
there is one question concerning this 
industry which should be fully dis- 
cussed. I refer to the question whether 
or not the lye process is the best. It is 
because that process seems to be adopt- 
ed, almost as a matter of course, by 
most people who are going into the 
pickling of California olives in market 
quantities, and because I believe its use 
to be fatal to the best results, that I 
think it timely, and perhaps important, 
to eall attention to its shortcomings. 

It has become a commonplace with 
California fruit-growers, that the suc- 
cess of their business in future will de- 
pend on their ability to satisfy an in- 
ereasing critical demand for the best 
products, and the olive is perhaps spe- 
cially subject to delicate discrimina- 
tion as to flavor on the part of con- 
sumers, whose perception of difference 
of quality will grow with their grow- 
ing taste for the olive. 

I have really but one objection to of- 
fer against the use of lye. I have heard 
another, but I am pot sure it is well- 
founded. It has been suggested that 
the lye-cured olive will not keep firm 
so long as that cured without lye. But I 
am inclined to think that if all other 
conditions are well filled, it can be 
made to keep indefinitely in. good con- 
alition. My objection thus refers only 
to the eating qualities of the product, 
and is based chiefly on my own expe- 
rience as a consumer, and on that of 
my acquaintances, 

The object of the lye treatment is, of 
course, simply to remove the bitterness. 
It does this promptly and thoroughly; 
but it does more. It removes at the 
same time the larger part of the olive 
flavor. If the process is perfectly per- 
formed, so as, to leave no trace of 
soapy flavor, arising from the combi- 
nation of the lye with the oil of the 
olive, the resulting product is an in- 
nocent article to which the novice 
could not positively object unless on 
the ground of time wasted in itS con- 
sumption. To one accustomed to eat 
olives so prepared as to retain the chief 
part of the peculiar racy flavor, with- 
out the bitterness, the lye product is 
a disappointment, The form, the sem- 
blance, perhaps the texture is there, 
but the life is gone. 

The process of extracting the bitter 
without lye is absolutely simple. -It 
consists in keeping the olive in fresh 
water, which is changed every day or 
two, until the bitter is gone. The ob- 
jection to it is the length of the opera- 
tion, as it takes two or three months 
with the hard water of our mountains; 
but, when the tanks or barrels are 
conveniently arranged for running wa- 
ter in and out of them, as of course 
they should be in any establishment 
making a business of olive-pickling, the 
labor is very light. 

When the bitter is extracted by this 
process, there remains an olive full 
of zest, which, when properly pickled 
in brine, improves continually for many 
months, constantly strengthing its 
claim to be the only olive worth a 
man’s while to eat. 

There is no tréuble about keeping 
them firm, if the brine is strong. Some- 
time before using, the excessive brine 
may be removed by substituting fresh 
water for the brine. The olives that 
have just now on our table were 
pickea two years ago, and are better 

ow than ever before. They were ripe 
when picked, and the pickling and 
keeping has been done in the roughest 
apd easiest way without great pains of 
any sort. - 

I think that anyone who is satisfied 
with the lye-pickled olive has not really 
learned to know and like the olive 
flavor, and it is doubtful whether any 
great market sucess can be built on an 
article, which, in the process of its 
preparation, has parted with so large 
a share of its virtue. There is not 
enough left in it for any strong liking 
to grow on. 

It probable that methods may be 
found to shorten the process without 
the use of lye. It can be done by stab- 
bing each olive with a small knife, but 
that is too much work. Soft water will 
do the work more quickly than hard, 
and perhaps alkali enough to soften the 
water might be used without robbing 
the olive of its flavor. Our students of 
organic chemistry migint help us in this 
matter. A curious thing that I have 
noted in regard to the bitter prjnciple 
of the olive, is that drying on the barn 
floor for a few weeks will remove the 
bitter. I do not know whether this 
of any significance as to its nature. 

But, without any improvement in the 
water process, it is clear to me that 
its results make it the better process to 
use, and I hope it may be followed by 
some of the people who are taking hold 
of this new industry, so that with its 
beginning may begin the market dem- 
onstration that the California ripe ol- 
ive, prepared as it should be, is entitled 
by its high and delicate flavor, as well 
as by its wholesomeness, to an es- 
teemed place on the table.

For 
a cow 255 days in milk to give in one 
day 44 pounds of milk, carrying over 
5 per cent. fat is certainly most credit- 
able to the cow, the owner and the 
breed.’ Witte’s cow’s record scored 
120.4 points, over 20 points higher than 
the next best cow, and over double 
that of the poorest eow. The pounds 
of other solids than fat were 3.86, while 
the per cent. of butter fat was 5.2. 


Ensilage for Cows. 

In a lecture before the Ohio Farmers’ 
Institute Prof. Samuel Johnson said: 

“A shorthorn cow (age seven years, 
four months with calf) was fed 78 
pounds ensilage daily, receiving in ad- 
dition only 3% pounds of meal. She 
weighed over 1600 pounds. This ration 
kept her in thriving breeding condition 
and seemed adapted to her wants. 
While 78 pounds of ensilage may seem 
like an excessive daily ration, I should 
add ihat this sample cogtained no 
grain. The amount fed must depend 


upon the percentage of grain, and the 


stage of maturity it has reached when 
placed in the silo. I have referred to 
these figures to show that corn en- 
silage of good quality may constitute 
a large portion at least of the food of 
young growing cattle, and especially 
of dry breeding cows, and prove satis- 
factory. 

“At the same time IT should prefer to 
have the ration contain some dry for- 
age, and this is in the line of utilizing 
to the best advantage all the roughage 
of the farm, the straw and cornstalks, 
in the combined ration. The ensilage 
is appetizing. It helps the animal to 
assimilate better: the dried fodder in 
its ration. It may form the larger 
part of the food for our cattle, and give 
more excellent returns in growth, milk 
or beef, It is economical. It means 
the growing of an equivalent to six or 
eight tons of hay to the acre. Our ex- 
perience leads us to estimate two and 
one-half tons of good corn ensilage in 
combined ration as equal in feeding 


value to one ton of hay. 


About two weeks hence, on January

The prize for the best cow’ 


ern exchange writes thus of his experi- 
ence in feeding eight two-year-old 
steers during last summer and fall. 
April 7 the eight weighed 5100 pounds, 
or nearly 640 pounds each. November 
16 they weighed 9700 pounds, a gain of 
575 pounds in 223 days. Corn was fed 
for one month in spring. After that 
up to September i they had grass only. 
Since September 1 they were fed corn 
and not allowed to go hungry. This 
is a profitable return for comparatively 
a small amount of corn. 


Scientific Feeding. 

(American Cultivator:) The point on 
which farming has made the greatest 
and yet least-noticed advance is the 
better understanding that now pre- 
vails among progressive farmers about 
the feeding of domestic animals. It is 
true that a large part of the food that 
used to be given to stock was either 
wasted or was positively @njurious. It 
is yet, for that matter, among the large 
class who give little thought to their 
buginess and despise the teaching of 
newspapers und experimental stations. 
To alternately starve and stuff ani- 
mals used io be considered inevitable. 
It was the condition of nature, and it 
Was argued that wild animals in a 
state of nature usually maintained good 
health. Those who argued for better 
feeding than nature’s method were 
told that what was gained in flesh- 
making was likely to be offset by 
weaker constitution, and often by an 
impairment of the digestive functions. 

That this was sometimes the fact 
is true. The science of feeding has been 
of comparatively recent growth, *and 
to feed in the best manner animals 
whose digestion has already been in- 
jured requires more skill than most 
feeders possessed. We are at last 
learning that for the very best feeding 
animals must be guarded against in- 
judicious food from birth, and even 
earlier than this. It is possible cer- 
tainly to stunt pigs before birth, and it 
is often done when breeding cows are 
fed too much corn. They are apt in 
such case to farrow pigs whose diges- 
tion seems to be impaired even from 
birth. Generally, however, young ani- 
mals have good appetites, and are able 
to digest what nature has provided for 
them. The first milk they get .from 
their dams is always laxative, anal the 
weakness of, very young animals in- 
sures them against getting more at 
first than is good for them. In fact, 
for a number of days after birth, suck- 
ling their dams provides the kind and 
amount of food that is best for growth 
and future well-being of the young ani- 
mal. It is when the natural supply be- 
comes insufficient that the injury to di- 
gestion begins. Either the young ani- 
mal is left with too little, or it is apt 
to be greatlygoverfed or fed with what 
is too hard to digest. Of the two evils, 
under-feeding is the smaller. 

There were farmers who studied out 
this problem of feeding before the day 
of scientific analysis. Their reasoning 
was that good feeding required as 
nearly as possible a continuation of the 
feeding which young animals received 
from their dams, the amount fed being 


| gradually increased as the animal be- 


came stronger. The digestive organs, 
like all others in the body, are strength- 
ened by use and weakened or injured 
by abuse. What is called dyspepsia al- 
most always results from bad feeding, 
alternetely starving and pampering, or 
the giving of food that is difficult of di- 
gestion. Sometimes the trouble with 
digestion is that the food is not properly 
balanced. The natural appetite calls 
for the kind of food that the system re- 
quires. If this is not furnished any

portion of saliva, 
well. 

The analysis of food showing its 
different constituents only .made 
more plain the reasons for the success 
of some old-fashioned feeders and the 
failure of others. By showing what ra- 
tions for growth, for fattening and 
for milk require ii has made it pos- 
sible for all to be reasonably success- 
ful. There is far less feeding of corn 
to young or breeding animals than 
used to be common. When corn is fed 
now it is in combination with less con- 
centrated forms of food and those hav- 
ing more of the flesh, muscle and bone- 
forming material than has corn. There 
is far more use of fine wheat middlings 
as a corrective of the excessive car- 
boneceous cornmeal, and j~lso as an 
aid to better digestion, than many 
farmers imagine. If they are fattening 
animals, they often suppose that the

can get eaten, the better will be the re- 
sult. But skilful feeders know better. 


It is not what is eaten but what is di- 
gested and assimilated that benefits the 
fattening animal. 


The low price of oatsis due to the fact 
that they can be so easily grown. They 
are sown, in the West especially, on 
rain-plowed land or after corn without 
any spring plowing. If the season is 
favorable this easily produces a good 
crop. But when we consider what the 
oats take from the soil, it is found 
that this easily-grown crop is very 
nearly the most expensive that the 
farmer can sow. Oat roots fill the soil 
much more thoroughly than does any 
other spring grain, not excepting wheat. 
The oat leaf is not broad, and if it 
were the plant is not one of the kind 
to extract from the air the nitrogenous 
elements with which the grain is filled. 


Why We Plow. 

(By G. H. Turner, in Southern Culti- 
vator:) (1.) To bury a surface growth 
of sod under the soil, where, by its 
decay, it will add its elements of fer- 
tility to the general stock of plant-food 
already in the soil. (2.) To kill weeds, 
thereby obiaining a clear surface, so 
that the crops may enjoy undisputed 
and sole possession of the soil. (3.) To 
thoroughly pulverize the soil, so as to 
make a perfect seed-bed for the young 


and growing plant. (4.) To break the | 


crust after each rain, so that the land 
shall imbibe its full share of heat, air 
and moisture. In preparing the land for 
the reception of the seed, it is highly 
important that the husbandman know 
just exactly how to plow, but after 
the ground is all prepared and the crops 
are planted, it becomes doubly neces- 


sary to know not only how to 
plow and when to plow, but 
also why it is necessary to 


plow at all, and what we expect to 
accomplish by it. In whatever manner 
the. ground may have been prepared 
for the crop, whether by plowing deep 
or shallow. surface cultivation, oft 
repeated, should be the order of the 
day for any and all crops that have to 
be cultivated by plowing and hoeing. 
This “surface cultivation” not only kills 
all grass and weeds, but, breaking the 
crust after each rain, opens up the soil 
to the air, allowing it to enter, to be 
absorbed by the soil, and to pass out 
from the soil freely. This loose surface 
soil is, in short, the lungs that enable 
both the soil and roots of plants to 
breathe. This “breathing process’’ is 
not. only of prime necessity to the 
healthfulness of the growing plant, 
but it is also essential to that impor- 
tant process termed “nitrification,’’ by 
which organic nitrogen in the soil is 
changed into nitrates, the form in which 
nitrogen is appropriatea by plants al- 
most exclusively. Nitrification requires 
a pretty high temperature, but in soils 
that contain liberal quantities of hu- 
mus, and are stirred frequently with 
the plow, cultivator or harrow, will 
go on rapidly in such weather as we 
have after June 1. Large quantities of 
land are scattered about over the 
United States that are so close in 
texture, so tenacious and air-excluding, 
as to be almost barren (this is the 
case with a great many of our pas- 
tures), yet these same semi-barren soils 
contain, in their natural state, exhaust- 
less quantities of plant-food, often prov- 
ing to be the strongest soils we have. 

This state of semi-barrenness is 
sometimes due to too much water, but 
still oftener to a lack of aeration of 
the soil, or, to. make the matter plain 
as possible, a lack of lungs to breathe 
with. This ‘“‘breathing process’? can be 
brought about by drainage, where the 
lands are too wet, by deeply plowing 
on all soils that will stand deep plow- 
ing, and thorough plowing on any and 
Thorough cultivation, includ- 
ing subsoil*plowing, harrowing, rolling, 
ete., unlocks the stores of plant food 
the soil contains. Where the ground is 
lumpy and cloddy, it is in too coarse 
a form to be utilized by the roots of 
plants; no‘matter: how rich in plant 
food these coarse particles may be, 
they must be thoroughly pulverized by 


| frequent and thorough cultivation, be- 


fore they can be made avdilable as 
plant food. The more frequent the cul- 
tivation, and the more complete the 
pulverization, of the soil, the greater 
the quantity of plant food that is made 
available, and the more rapid and lux- 
uriant will be the growth of the plants. 
One fact should always be borne in 
mind, viz., that plants do not eat; they 
drink; consequently, no matter how 
voracious a feeder a plant may be, it 
cannot eat a clod, nor appropriate it 
to its uses in'any manner. A clod* is 
dead property; worthless, unprofitable, 
good for nothing. Most men are in- 
clined to complain when forced to pay 
tax on a horse that is dead and buried, 
or a house that has been consumed by 
the flames. A clod is equally dead. 
We come now to what we consider 
to be the most important reason of 
why we plow, viz.: Conservation of 
soil moisture. To conserve the mois- 
ture that is deposited in the earth by 
rains and melting snows, and even. by 
dews, necessitates deep preparation of 
the soil, previous to planting, so that 
the rains may be readily absorbed. 
When absorbed, it must not be al- 
lowed to escape by evaporation: but 
if the full benefit of the winter and 
spring rains are to be realized, the 
moisture must be carried quickly down 
beyond the immediate reach of the 
evaporating influences of the _ sun. 
Stored deep in the earth, a perpetual 
reservoir, it is ready to be brought to 
the surface for the use of the growing 
plants when needed by the ‘‘can#lary 
action” of the earth. In order to make 
this matter plain to the average reader, 
we would say that after every rain 
the soil is settled down, the particles 
of earth are packed nearer together, 
and the spaces between them are 
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small. A number of these small spaces 
joined together make little’ tubes, 
called ‘‘captilary tubes,’’ and in these 
water will rise from below. If the 
soil has not been disturbed 
after a rain, these tubes come 
to the surface, and sO does 
the water in them. The water coming 
to the surface, evaporates and escapes, 
consequently is lost, as far as that in- 
dividual crop is concerned. When the 
soil has been plowed, the spaces or 
tubes are made larger, and water will 
not rise in large tubes. Hence it comes 
up as far as the small tubes are undis- 
turbed, and stops there, and the loose 
soil above prevents its rapid evapora- 
tion. [n this way, and by these means, 
the natural {pores of the earth are 
closed; the looge dirt serves as a 
‘“‘mulch,’’ and the sofl moisture is con- 
served in time of drought and retained 
in the soil (exactly where it is needed) 
from one rain to the next. This mulch 
not only prevents_the escape of soil mois- 
ture, but it also tends to check the 
intense heat of the sun in its downward 
progress to the roots of plants. Both 
of these are very important matters 
during spells of long-continued hot, 
dry weather throughout the whole of the 
United States, but doubly important 
throughout the sem-arid regions of the 
Southwest and West. In this connec- 
tion we cannot do better than to ap- 
pend the observations of Prof. W. H., 
King of Wisconsin, on “Rain and 
Soil Stirring.” They are interesting, 
instructive, pertinent and to the poins. 
He savs: 

“L found, during my study of soll 
moisture when taking samples of soil 
just before a rain, and again imme- 
diately after, in the same locality, thet 
on several occasions the soil at some 
distance below the surface was drier 
after than before the rain. I found, 
also, on two different occasions, by de- 
termining the amount of water in an 
area of field soil down to the depth of 
four feet, and then adding with a 
sprinkler a known quantity cf water to 
the surface, that after the lapse of 
about ‘twenty-four hours the lowt: 
three feet contained less water than 
before the sprinkling occurred, while 
the upper foot had gained in water 
more than had been added to the 
surface. I have not been able yet to 
determine whether this principle ap- 
plies to all soils, but there is a con- 
dition of moisture for clayey soils un- 
derlaid in which-a certain amount {s 
added to the surface, so that in these 
cases the surface foot may receive not. 
simply the rains which fall upon them, 
but and additional quantity brought up 
from below, in consequence of the rain 
having fallen. 

“These facts make it evident that 
there may be times when to leave a 
piece of ground unstirred two or three 
days after a shower, may result in 
leaving the. upper four or five feé@t o 
soil in a drier condition than if it ha 
not rained at all, because not only will 
the rain itself have been evaporated 
from the surface, but in addition, 
some portion of the deep-soil water, 
which the rain was the occasion of 
bringing up from below. If the surface 
is broken as soon as the soil will per- 
mit it, there will be retained near the 
surface, where the moisture_is moet 
needed, not only most of the rain 
which fell, but in addition that which 
the increased capillary attraction has 
brought up from below.”’ 

I have repeatedly seen corn “‘fire’’ up 
to the ear, or where the corn ought to 
be, after a rain, while that right be- 
side it, on precisely the same kind of 
land, that received an additional work- 
ing, was green down to the bottom 
blades. The ears of that which re- 
ceived the additional working hung 
over in the middles; fine, large and 
heavy. while the ears of that which 
lacked the latter working were small, 
light; almost all shuck, and pointed 
skyward, as if they were taking a tel- 
oscopic view of the moon.

That They Have Been Greatly Benefited— 
Some of the More Striking Cases—- 
oF Changes Worked in an 
Old Man. 


Temperance Temple Hall was densely 
filled last night, with a throng eager 
to witness the saving power of God, as 
made manifest through the instrumen- 
tality of the “praying . evangelist,” 
Rev. F. Warnon. ‘The services were 
characterized by nothing of an emo- 
tional nature, as on the previous after- 
noon, end the preliminary service of 
song and the brief sermon were quiet, 
vivid and impressive. Directly pre- 
ceding the sermon, a touching prayer 
was offered by Rev. W. C. Stevens, in 
which the vast congregation joined, in 
behalf of Rev. James M. Hervey, now 
lying apparently at the point of death 
at La Crescenta Canada. | 

It had been requested that all -de- 
siring prayers and the imposition of 
hands should make application in writ- 
ing previous to the service, stating 
name, address, religious standing and 
church connection, arfd nature of dis- 
ease. This application was in order to 
accelerate matters, and to preserve it 
for comparison Me conditions pre- 
sented afterward. he number of those 
desiring divine healing was sufficient 
to entirely fill three front pews and 
several chairs, which were reserved 
for them, 

The subject of the discourse was 
God's provision for healing men today, 
through His power and the Holy Spirit. 
lt was plain, practical and well illus- 
trated. God has said to us to do cer- 
tain thipgs, and we should do them 
without “questioning why they are to 
be done, or how they are done. In the 
healing of the sick He has made cer- 
tain promises, and He has said that in 
His name hands shall be laid upon the 
sick, and they shall recover. But He 
does not promise in any case that there 
shall be perfect, instantaneous and 
lasting healing. A case was then cited 
of instantaneous, perfect and lasting 
recovery of a woman who was appar- 
ently upon her deathbed, suffering 
from peritonitis, of a woman whom 
600 physicians had visited, and upon 
whom thousands of dollars had been 
spent in vain. When prayers were of- 


fered in her behalf, it seemed that 
they “ascended straight to heaven 
and knocked on the gates of 


pearl’ and were admitted. She straight- 
way arose from her bed, and those who 
were standing by heard muffled sounds 
as the adhesions of the bowels, one by 
one, gave way; and she was at once 
clothed and walked about the room, 
shaking hands with those present. So 
God comes down to our weakness some- 
times, and gives us tangible, material 
proofs of His benevolence. 

The request was made that those 
who had been present the previous 
day and who had experienced benefit 
should go forward to .the platform, 
fer renewed prayers and imposition of 
hands. The number responding was 
small. 

A woman who had suffered with long 
continued neuralgia, which affected her 
eyesight, stated that she had not slept 
so well for months as the previous 
night, and she was able to distinguish 
the evangelist at a distance of eight 
feet, without spectacles. On trial, the 
previous day, she could not see him 
further away than nine inches, She re- 
ceived prayers and imposition of 
hands again, and was advised to throw 
away her glasses. She was also made 
to raise her arm to her head, and above 
it, several times, which she said she 
had not done for twelve years. 

A working woman, who came from 
a distance, had aggravated deafness, 
and had been previously treated. One 
ear was totally deaf and the other 
nearly so: She was made to repeat in- 
terrogations made to her, and when told 
to speak louder, at once responded with 
considerable vim: “Speak louder!’’ 

Another woman, whose ears were 
touched Thursday, had been looking for 
ten months for the evangelist’s coming. 
She claimed that she could already 
hear, in some measure, with both deaf 
ears, at a distance of tén feet. 

The brother whose spinal disease was 
treated the previous day, was not able 
to discover any especial change in con- 
dition, and after several impositions of 
hands and prayers, he was advised to 
“bide God’s time.”’ 

A man totally blind in one eye, and 
partially blind in the other, was en- 
able to recognize Mr. Warnon’s face 
at a distance of two and one-half feet, 
instead of one foot, as on the previous 
day. This completed the number of 
those presenting themselves for a sec- 
ond imposition, from the fifteen or six- 
teen of Thursday. . 

The new cases were next taken indi- 
vidually. Some of these were  pro- 
nounced very marked and aggravated. 

A lady who had suffered twelve years 
with catarrh until her voice and hear- 
ing were nearly gone, was made to 
sing “Jesus, Lovér of My Soul,” and to 
shout “Glory to God!” 

A woman in consumption had the 
pain entirely removed from her lungs. 

A little child from out of the city 
which had been afflicted for eight 
years with spinal curvature, from a 
fall, was claimed to be perceptibly 
straightened. 

An elderly man who has suffered 

three strokes of apoplexy was made by 
the “gift.of healing’’ to mount the 
\platform without aide and he said 
that the congestion in his head was 
removed, and it felt cool. 
Another,’ a woman in consumption, 
lost all her pain; and a woman unable 
for more than a year to raise her arms 
Or move her wrists, from blood-poison- 
ing, extended her arms above her head, 
and her wrists became flexible. 

These, and a great number of other 
_ cases, fully as remarkable, occupied 
the evening until a late hour. 

The most notable instance of relief, 
however, was that of an aged, white- 
haired man, a sufferer from locomotor- 
ataxia—a disease which the evangelist 
explained to be the disintegrating of 
the membrane, or gray matter envel- 
oping the nerves. From ayn almost 
helpless invalid, who was conducted to 
Rev. Mr. Warnodn only by sliding his 
feet upon the floor, and who could not 
raise himself from a chair: ‘ 

» but by pull 
ing himself up, and whose speech was 
thick ahd indistinct, the Audience had 
the satisfaction of seeing him swing 
his arms, place one foot and then the 
other upon a chair at considerable ele- 
vation, run to and fro, mount the 
platform and leap from the same with 
nearly the agility of a boy, and talk 
glibly and intelligently. 

This was sufficient to 
holders to a high pitch of enthusiasm 
and “glorys’” and “amens” were fer. 
yent and frequent. 
Services will continue this evening, 
and tomorrow an afternoon and evening 
service will be held.

His Closing Services at the First Baptist 
Church. 

The thirteen days revival season at 
the First Baptist Church, under the 
leadership of George Robert Cairns, 
came toan end last evening. <A very 
large audience was present, completely 
filing the auditorium, among whom 
were seen Rev. .Charles Winbigler of 
Riverside; Rev. J. H. Storms, Santa 
Paula; Rev. George E. Dye, East Los 
Angeles; Rev. W. W. Tinker, Monrovia; 
Rev. A. C. Smither, thigscity. Thé¥erv- 
ice opened with singing “‘ABundantly 
Able to Save,’’ Mr. Caiftns sihging the 
solo parts. The opening prayer was 
made by Rev. Dr. Read, in which he 
prayed especially for the members and 
pastors of churches in Los Angeles, who 
condone and wink at, and even partic- 
ipate in, ‘‘the sins of society.’’ The 
male quartette added greatly to the 
solemn interest of the occasion. The 
first chapter of Proverbs furnished the 
evening scriptural lesson. In giving 
notice of next Sunday evening services, 
the pastor called special attention to 
the fact that the ordinance of baptism 
willthen be administered to several 
persons, the first fruits of these meet- 
ings. Already a large number have 
professed religion. 

Before beginning his sermon, Mr. 
Cairns specially thanked all who had 
helped in snstaining his meetings, par- 
ticularly referring to the newspapers of 
this city, for their material assistance. 
Similar remarks were made by the ven- 
er bie pastor, Dr. Read. As before an- 
nounced, the evangelist’s topic of the 
evening was a repetition; by special re- 
quest, of last Sunday’s sermon, “The 
Sins of Modern Society,” being founded 
upon Proverbs i,17. ‘Surely in vain 
the net is set in the sight of any bird.’’ 
In beginning the sermon Mr. Cairns 
claimed it was his duty, as a preacher 
of gospel truth, to explain the frivoli- 
ties and errors of church members, and 
the sins of those who set the pace in 
society. Whatever a Christian does 
and says, it is the standard for others to 
follow, and by which they are judged. 
Warning his hearers. that he intended 
to speak plainly, the preacher boldly 
lifted the cover from the tnner lives of 
so-called leaders in social life, and 
Christian churches, and in language as 
plain as it was bold, showed the hypoc- 
risy, and fashionable sinfulness, of 
those who ought to be living examples 
of purity and holy usefulness.

The modern theater was next re- 
ferred to, and was held up as a piace of 
amusement that was demoralizing, and 
not elevating or calculated to in any 
way improve the morals of the com- 
munity. Mary Anderson was quoted as 
having written, through the London 
Times, to Henry Irving, and saying, 
‘the modern theater is the most de- 
moralizing influence of the present 
day.” She afterward repeated the 
same words to Mr. Cairns personally. 
The social dance was the third great 
sin that was referred to as demoralizing 
inthe extreme. The eloquent preacher 
warmed with his subject, and in plain 
snd positive language held up. before 
the audience the sins of this evil. 

In closing his address Mr. Cairns made 
atender yet manly plea for better men 
and women, as representatives of the 
churches, and leaders in society, that 
beautiful fabric that binds in one at- 
tractive whole the homes of the land 
we love so well. 

The after meeting caused nearly all 
the congregation to remain to geta 
special personal biessing from the clos- 
ing moments of these interesting meet- 
ings. The services closed with the 
beautiful benediction in song, ‘‘God Be 
With You, Till We Meet Again.’’ 

Mr. Cairns goes at once to Oakland, 
where he holds services with the First 
Baptist Church of that city.

SMOOTH WORK. 


Facts About the Wagner 
Insolvency. 


How Deluded Creditors Partially 
Gained Their Rights. 


A Rather Peculiar State of Affairs 
Developed. 


Serious Charges Against the Bankrupt Jew- 
eler—His Cereer’ in Other Cities— 
Some Excellent Detec- 
tive Work. 


A number of unpublished facts in 
connection with the Wagner insol- 
vency case, a decision. in which was 
rendered on Thursday by Judge Me- 
Kinley, came to light yesterday, re- 
vealing a state of affairs which in very 
mild terms may be denominated as 
“crooked.” The latest developments 
also show up M. Wagenr inavery un- 
enviable light, and reveal his former 
operations, which appear to have been 
anything but free from reproach. 
Nearly everyone who was in the city 
at the time, remembers the sensational 
story of the loss by Wagner, while out 
riding with a friend, of several thou- 
sand dollars worth of diamonds. A 
large reward was offered, and finally 
the diamonds. were found by a Chinese 
vegetable gardner in the western part 
of the city. At least, it was said that 
the Chinaman found diamonds, but 
since it has ben authortatively stated 
that the packet picked up contained 
merely glass, and that the ruse of an- 
nouncing that stones had been lost 
was resorted to merely in order that 
the real diamonds in stock might be 
secreted. 

Two years ago Wagner opened up 
his establishment on Spring street in 
great style, and on a magnificent scale. 
He kept adding to the stock constantly 
until about $80,000 worth of goods were 
in the cases in the store. To his nu- 
merous cr¢@fitors, to allay their appre- 
hensions that he was loading himself 
too heavjly he stated that he had but 
a $15,000 debt against him, and upon 
this representation he was granted an 
extension of time, both by San Fran- 
cisco and New York wholesalers. Just 
before this extension expired, an at- 
tachment was levied on the _ stock. 
When an inventory was taken, the 
goods were found to have decreased 
in bulk from the value of $80,000 to 
about $15,000 or $20,000. Believing that the 
assignment made by Wagner was not a 
square one, a commit from the 
San Francisco Board of Trade came 
down to investigate. In the course of 
the hearing in court Wagner practically 
admitted having hidden some of the 
stock, but refused to tell where. At 
the assignee’s sale Henry Susskind 
bought the entire lot of jewelry for 
about $1000. He then held an auction 
sale and in the meantime Wagner re- 
mained in the store. 

Soon after Susskind took possession 
it was noticed that the stock began to 
increase in some mysterious manner, 
although no purchases were made from 
the wholesalers or outside merchants. 

The creditors were on the lookout 
constantly, and on the day when the 
San Francisco committee saw §  dis- 
played in the show windows of the 
store a number of watch cases and 
other articles which they. recognized 
as having been sold to Wagner pre- 
vious to the levying of the attachment, 
they resolved to act. Without wast- 
ing any time the place was reattached, 
and upon a second inventory being 
taken, stock to the value of $40,000 was 
unearthed, exclusive of the value of 
that sold at the auction sale. Suss- 
kind commenced suit at once against 
the Sheriff, who, as assignee, sold him 
the goods, and in this action judgment 
has been given in favar of the credit- 
ors and assignee, the former being 
now able to recover nearly dollar for 
dollar on the merchandise. 

The firm of Graff & Latham, the 
well-known attorneys, have been largely 
instrumental in bringing the matter to 
such a just and equitable close, having 
as their associates the. Stillwell 
Lawson Detective Agency. 


Wagner was a former resident of 
Shreveport, La., and his departure 
from that place is said to have 


been very hurried in order that process 
of law might be evaded. He at present 
has a wife from whom, ‘it is alleged, he 
has never been divorced, and five chil- 
dren living at that place. In Shreve- 
port he was known as C. J. Warner 
and not Wagner. After leaving his 
family Wagner went to Portland, Or., 
and started in business, but failed after 
a brief experience. It was there that 
he met the present Mrs. Wagner, who 
is now living with him and in whose 
name the store here was conducted. 

Subsequently Wagner come to, this 
city and again started in business, his 
last venture being the Spring-street es- 
tablishment. 

It seems that when the Louisiana 
wife heard that her husband had found 
a more congenial companion in Port- 
land, an indictment was procured charg- 
ing .him with bigamy, an accusation 
whi was afterwards dismissed. 

The truth of this statement is shown 
by the following, which is said to be a 
true copy of ne court record: 

ord, clerk of the First 
District Court of Louisiana, in and for 
Cado parish, duly commissioned and 
qualified, do hereby certify that the 
bill of indictment on the records of the 
Criminal Court of said district, against 
Julius B. Wagner, alias C. J. Warner, 
for bigamy, being No. 2528, on the 
docket Of said court, was, on April 18, 
1888, on motion of J. N. Hicks, Esq., of 
counsel for said Wagner, alias Warner, 
dismissed from: the records of said 
court, a nolle prosequi having been 
entered by the District Attorney. 

“Sworn under my hand and seal of 
office, at Shreveport, La., this 30th day 
of April, 1888.’ 

In addition to the cases already de- 
cided in relation to the insolvency pro- 
ceedings, another suit has been filed 
in which judgment is prayed against 
Henry Susskind for $60,000, that amount 
being double, as allowed by law, the 
value of the goods sold by Susskind 
which had not come into his possession 
through the assignee. 

It is a significant fact that on 
Thursday deeds were filed conveying 
a long list of real property from Henry 
Susskind to his wife, Roso Susskind. 

Those who claim to know the inside 
facts about the matter, say that Wag- 
ner will yet have a hard road to travel 
before he is clear of the clutches of the 
law.

Notes Based on Federal, State, County or 
Municipal Bonds—The Bank Tax 
Question—Government 


Responsibility. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Chairman Springer of 
the Committee on-Banking and Cur- 
rency has completed the preparation of 
a currency bill, the essential features 
of: which are as follows: 

It provides for the creation of a cur- 
rency commission to be composed of 


Comptroller of Currency, which shall 
be charged with the execution of the 
provisions of the act. The commission 
shall have legal tender notes printed 
at the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing which notes shall be legal tender, 
public and private, and shall be re- 
deemable in coin. 

Such notes shall be issued to any 
solvent bank having a paid-up capital 
of over $25,000 on the deposit of cer- 
tain bonds required by the act. The 
bonds may be either ‘United States or 
those of a State, county. parish or 
city, with a population of 5000, when 
the bonds have been at par for two 
years and all interest paid up. Circu- 
lating notes are exempted from the 10 
per cent. tax on State bank issues, and 
the bonds are also exempted from all 
taxation. Federal or local banks de- 
positing other than, national, bonds may 
receive 90 per cent. in . notes. The 
United States assumes all responsibility 
for the redemption of notes. 

The banks must guarantee the pay- 

ment of the bonds -deposited, and all 
assets of the banks are liable therefor. 
On notes issued to the amount of one- 
half the capital stock, the bank must 
pay a tax of 1 per cent. per annum, 
on an additional 25 per cent. a 2 per 
cent. tax is imposed, and on the re- 
maining 25 per cent. a 4 per cent. tax 
wilf be required. 
Ample provision is made for retir- 
ing the redundant currency, and for 
cancellation. The faith and credit of 
the United States is pledged to redemp- 
tion in coin on demand of national cur- 
rency notes, and a reservesefund in coin 
is provided equal to 20 per cent. of the 
outstanding notes.

Until he arrives the exact de- 
tails of his concession will not be 
learned, It is known, however, that 
he went to ask for not only a right-of- 
way and a land grant ten miles wide, 
but also to ask for a money subsidy 
of $12,000 a mile. If this is obtained, 
and the money can be raised for build- 
ing the road to Mexican soil,-at or near 
Tia Juana, it is the purpose to push 
the road eastward, just south of the 
‘boundary, keeping in Mexican territory 
as far as possible before diverting the 
line toward Yuma. It is said that the 
route is practicable. If San Diego 
would now stop running after false 
gods, and concentrate its efforts on 
one scheme, a railroad might be pushed 
through to eventual completion.

Directors’ [leeting of Santiago 
Orange-growers’ Association. 


Considerable Business Disposed of—How a 
Plucky Woman ‘Stood Off’ a 
Couple of Very Insolent 

Tramps—Notes. 


The board of directors of the San- 
tiago Orange-growers’ Association met 
Friday morning in the rooms of the 
Orange County Fruit Exchange, Col- 
lege building et Orange. 


After the usual opening business, 
Secretary A. F. Snell reported that he 
had pledged to the association over 
seventy-nine carloads of oranges from 
that locality, and that, when it was 
considered that perhaps there were not 
imore than eighty-five or ninety car- 
loads in that vicinity, he thought the 
association had no reason to complain. 

President J. A. Scarritt reported that 
he saw Mr. Jacoby of Los Angeles, 
who owns considerable property in and 
around Orange, and that that gentle- 
man said he was hand and glove with 
the association; that he wanted to dis- 
pose of his fruit through the exchange. 

D. F. Campbell reported that several 
others, who were yet holding out, 
would come in in a few days; and when 
they did, then the association would 
have control of almost the entire crop. 

The matter of taking in any new 
members after the packing season had 
fairly opened was discussed, and, while 
there was no official action taken in 
the matter, the prevailing opinion was, 
in effect, that it would be an injustice 
to those already in the association to 
agree to handle more fruit than had 
been considered when the shipments 
to be made through the exchange had 
been prorated for each locality through- 
out the jurisdiction of the Southern 
California Association. 

President Scarritt, as one of the 
Committee on By-laws, asked for fur- 
ther time, and the same was granted. 

The secretary reported that the Dis- 
trict Association had put in an order 
for 150,000 boxes, at 12% cents each, to 
be delivered on or about February 1, 
and that the Orange Association would 
get its share of this first shipment. He 
also reported that the contract for 
wrapping-paper had also been made. 

A communication frem the executive 
board, at Riverside, to the trade in the 
Bast, in reference to the schedule of 
sizes, posting the buyers as to what 
they may expect from the exchange, 
was read before the board, and verb- 
ally sanctioned. 

A communication from C. B. Jeffries 
of Los Angeles, making a proposition 
to do the packing for the association, 
was read and filed. 

Secretary Cargill, of the County As- 
sociation, was present, and read letters 
before the board, giving information 
as to the movements, of certain com- 
mission men, who are trying to break 
down the association. 

Upon motion, the manager, C. P. 
Mallory, was instructed to begin work 
January 1. 

The manager reported that he had re- 
ceived a bid for picking, and hauling 
the fruit from the orchards to the 
packing-house at 6 cents per box, the 
contractor agreeing to haul the culls 
away from the packing-house free. No 
official action was taken on this mat- 
ter. 

The meeting adjourned to 
January 5, 1894, at 9:30 o’clock ‘a.m,

Ontario Unable to Raise Her Pro Rata—The 
Cause of the Trouble—The Red- 
lands Postmastership— 

News Notes. 


' On Wednesday afternoon, I. C. Wood 
of Ontario, ected by the Ontario 
fruit-growers to represent them, and 
appointed. by the County Supervisors 
to .be.assistartt manager of the San 
Bernardino county exhibit at the Mid- 
winter Fair, appeared before the board 
with other representatives from Onta- 
rio, ang stated that. the funds asked 
for from there could not be raised. In 
making arrangements for the county 
exhibit at the Midwinter Fair, the 
County Supervisors appropriated from 
the county the $2000 permitted by law, 
and said that the remaining sum of 
$3000 necessary to make the exhibit, 
aside from the cost of the exhibits 
themselves, would have to be raised 
from the localities making exhibits and 
requiring space therefor. Consequently 
space was allotted according to the 
importance of the respective . localities 
as exhibitors. This allotment required 
that Redlands should contribute $1000; 
San Bernardino and Highlands, $667; 
Ontario, $667; Colton, $333; Chino, $333. 
The Redlands people first thought they 
could not raise that sum, but the 
Chamber of Commerce held a meeting, 
and in two days had the sum of $1300 
subscribed, which was subsequently in- 
creased. The surplus is to be used to 
beautify the Redlands section, and 
make it attractive. Ontario, with the 
help of Cucamonga, was to secure but 
two-thirds the sum asked from Red- 
lands, and they report their inability 
to secure it. They first asked to have 
the Ontario space allotted to the other 
sections, but Supervisor Lord took 
them to task for their apathy, and 
scored them roundly. They then asked 
that action in the matter be deferred 
by the board for one week, or until the 
meeting on the 2d of January. 

It is said that the inability of Onta- 
rio’s committee to do anything in the 
way of securing subscriptions to the 
Midwinter Fair fund is due to disaffec- 
tion in that locality. Some of the im- 
partant growers hold much ill-will 
toward the imperial county, and there- 
fore do not wish to help it in any way, 
in the hopes of soon securing the for- 
mation of San Antonio county from 
this and Los Angeles counties. It is to 
be hoped that the funds will be sub- 
scribed by Tuesday.
